navy sent to replace it; that she has 
never won a single engagement on land 
or sea, and her only victories on sea 
have becn over unarmed merchantmen 
and fishing ‘boats ; looking at the list of 
her admirals and generals who have 
gone home in disgrace and seeing that 
She has to pay £15,000,000 sterling for 
the maintenari¢e of her prisoners in 
Japan; we can realise what a sweeping 
victory Japan has secured. That she 
has secured it at a great expense in men 
and money, ‘and at the cost of great 
snctifiees on the part of her whole 
population, is unquestionable, but she 
cheerfully thongh seriously undertook 
those sacrifices to attain much less than 
she has'secured,in the end. The Japanese 
Press and the people hoped that they 
would not only secure what they went 
to war for, but that they would muke 
Russia pay their expenses, and they 
took asa precedent the indemnity paid 
by France to Germany. But they for- 
got the difference in the circumstances, 
Had they been able to go and take St. 
Petersburg and oceupy a large slice 
of European Russia, they could have 
exacted an indemnity ; but, as we have 
already said, Russia could well ask 
herself whether the whole of trans- 
Baikalia is worth to-day to her such a 
sum as £150,000,000 sterling.

Alcoady having suffered 
heavily at Nanshan, they moved 
against Port Arthur, where a still greater 
number of their brave comrades had 
fallen, ‘and from thence they bad 
advanced to the battlefield of Mukden, 
where happily. the; ablo to 
render ‘some smal Sinco thon 
they’had received reinforcements, which 
not only made up their losses but even 
increased their strength, and if they mot 
the enemy again he was confident .that 
they would double the service they had 
doue on that day. Nothing gave him 
greater satisfaction than: to know that 
in spito of the evil climate the troops 
wore enjoying good - health, aud he 
conjured them to spare no care so that 
they might be fully competent to serve 
their country. This speech. very groat- 
ly moved the audience. Subsequently 
there were sports of various ‘kinds, 
among’ them being a dance by mou 
dressed partly. in. British uniforms and 
partly in Japanese.—" Kobe “Herald.”

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PEACE OR WAR? 


28th August, 


THE deadlock at Portsmouth, N. 
H,, continues, notwithstanding. all 
President Roosevelt's: endeavours to 
find a solution, endeavours which, 
however, have’ not been entirely 
fruitless, as the Conference has not 
been, broken up, and while ib still 
exists, there is always hope. Dr. 

* Morrison, whose judgment, however, 
is not always as good as his apprecia- 
tion of facts, bas not much confidence 
in a favourable issue. He, we are 
told in a telegram printed this 
morning, “reports that though the 
present peace conference may end in 
failure, it has not been opened in 
vain. The present meeting has at 
least paved the way for the next one, 
which may bring a satisfactory re- 
sult.” We may ‘agree with the 
London “Times” when it says that: 
« Russia is merely boasting when she 
talks of her greatness, resourcefulness, 
honour, and dignity, and is losing the 
opportunity of restoring peace, which 
is of more practical importance to 
the Russian nation ;” but may it not 

ssibly be ‘that the Czar does not 

ow the full extent of the disasters 
that haye befallen Russia in the East 
and of the troubles that threaten the 
Throne at home? He teems to have 
had recently, it is true, more than 
one conference with’ the American 
‘Ambassador at St. Petersburg, who 
could and would doubtless tell him 
the truth, but the Czar’s advisers who 
wish to continue the war probably 
tell him that the American Ambas- 
sador knows nothing of the Russian 
people and character and that Russia's 
troubles seem to* him accordingly 
much worse than they really are, Aad 
the aupposed disgrace involved in pay- 
ing Japan’an indemnity, however the 
payment may be disguised, outweighs 
totheCzarall the blessings of Peace, to 
whose service not many years ago he 
devoted his existence. ‘here is the 
Czar’s honour, when: the invalided 
soldiers-from Port Arthur are flung 
aside to ‘live or starve: at Odessa ? 
When they were leaving Moscow for 
the war the Ozar addressed them as 
“ my_ brothers,” and. in’ an. imperial 
rescript he promised every combatant 
at Port Arthur, irrespective ot rink, 
double pay, with each: month counting 
as a-year. The promise is entirely 
forgotten now, for the Czar Batushka 
(‘ittle Father) has a very short 
memory. ~ * ‘ 

The world agrees that Japan has a 
right to be reimbursed the cost of 
the war, and her finances must be 
crippled for years if she does not geb 
it. Her successes have brought with 
them great responsibilities ; she’ will 
have much colonisation and improve- 
ment to do, for which she must have 


money. Pressing public works have 
been postponed to find-funds for the 
war. All this expenditure. will be 
remunerative in time, but the money 
she will require directly the war is 
over. Most naive is the Russian 
contention, reported by the “Koku- 
min’s” correspondent at Portsmouth, 
that it is easier for Japan to with- 
draw her demand for an ‘indemnity 
than for Russia to consent to it. In 
discussing the terms of peace on the 
‘15th inst. we suggested that Japan 
might well waive the limitation of| 
Bussia’s naval power in the Far East, 
and the surrender of the interned 
men-of-war, and both of these terms 
she-has given up. The rest of her 
terms are reasonable and proper, and 
we still. believe that Japan will be 
firm; and that Russia will yield as 
she has done before after she has 
found that she cannot tire out Japan 
by her characteristic practice of delay. 
It.will be worse for her in the end 
if this delay is being utilised ‘to 
hurry reinforcements to General 
Linievitch, as one of the Reuter’s tele- 
grams we print this morning seems 
to indicate, 





THE WANT OF 
HARBOURS IN JAPAN, 


29th August, 

We remarked yesterday morning, 
in considering Japan’s claim for an 
indemnity from Russia, that a num- 
ber of pressing public works had had 
to be postponed by the Japanese 
Government, because her resources) 
had to be devoted as far as possible 
to the war, and if her war expenses 
were not refunded her, she would be 
very seriously crippled financially for 
some time, Among the public works 
that must be undertaken as.soon as 
the country is at peace, is the 
improvement of Japan’s harbours. 
Though Japan is essentially a mari- 
time country, she has not, according 
to the “Nichi Nichi Shimbun” as 
translated by the “Japan Daily. Mail,” 
a single good commercial harbour. 
Taking the ports at’ which the 
steamers between Shanghai“ and 
Yokohama regularly call, Nagasaki! 
has a very pretty landlocked harbour, 
but it is a very small one, and there 
is no possibility of enlarging it. 
Shimonoseki ‘and‘Moji are on either 
side of a strait, and these so-called 
harbours are traversed by very strong 
jcurrents, so that accidents in them 
are frequent. Kobe is very much 
exposed to winds from the sea, it is 
more a roadstead than a harbour, 
and it is often difficult to land and 
ship cargo afd passengers there, To 
a great extent Kobe is the port of| 
Osaka, and Osaka’ is very anxious 
to do its own shipping business, 
although at present it is only fre- 
quented by comparatively small 
vessels, Great efforts have been 











made and are being. made. to- 
prove the: harbour of-Osaka,..To the, 
cost of these improvementa,the State. 
has contributed five million yen and 
the city of Osaka fifteen mil 
but a further: expenditure of ,ten;. 
millions will be required, and the 
enterprise is only half-way . towards. 
completion. Such a large proportion: 
of the imports into Kobe is, destined. 
for Osaka, that there will be a great. 
saving when ocean steamers can.go, 
to Osaka to discharge and load,-and 
by that time there. will. still be, 
doubtless business enough left fo 
Kobe, which is in a very good posi: . 
tion as regards. the trade, with the 
eastern portion of the Inland Sea, 
Attempts have been made to improve 
the shallow harbour of Yokohama, 
and to make it safer by the construc. 
tion of breakwaters, but it.has not 
kept pace. with the growth in the. 
size of ocean steamers, and ib. will 
be remembered that a special berth 
had to be dredged recently for the. 
Minnesota, As to the pier ab Yoko., 
hama, it is common talk that it ig” 
only kept up in the hope that some 
steamer made fasb alongside i will 
carry it away in a typhoon, and have 
to pay for its rebuilding. At ‘Tokio, 
the capital of Japan, the harbour is 
so bad that no’ ocean steamers go 
beyond Yokohama. For twenty 
yars the construction of a suitable 
arbour and approaches there ‘hss 
been mooted, but practically nothing, 
hus been done, and when it will be 
begun nobody knows. Even the ex- 
penditure of a paltry sui of two 
million yen on dredging the . ap- 
proaches to the Sumida river seems 
to be counted a serious undertaking, 
says the “ Nichi Nichi,” which adds :: 
“Ibis a poor state of affairs when 
we remember. that Japan is: 
maritime country... When peace will: 
be restored no one can tell, but. 
when it is restored trade will 
certainly receive a great impetus, 
and this question of harbours will 
become more pressing than ever.” .»: 
It is the extraordinary: develop- 
ment of the Japanese ‘mercantile 
marine in recent years that is making 
this harbour question such a pressing. 
one, Ten years ago the total number 
of vessels registered in Japan “was 
528 steamers of 331,000: tons, and 
178 sdilers of 29,000 tons, or a total 
of 701 ships and 360,000:tons.' But 
the latest statistics show that the 
steamers have increased to 1,309, 
representing 882,000 tons, and the 
sailing ships to 3,564, representing 
323,000 tons, or a -total- of 4,878 
vessels and 1,205,000 tons. In -ten 
years there has’ been more than a. 
three-fold increase. At the eame 
time, the country’s foreign’ trade 
having developed largely, there has. 
been a corresponding growth of fore 
eign vessels entering Japauese-ports,

was 1,142 and their tonnage 2,210,000 





torie, but in 1904 the correspor 
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figures were 4,504 ships registering 
and 10,270,000 tons.” 

The 1,205,000 tons of shipping 
owned in Japan compares with 
16,580,845 tons owned in the British 
Empire, 3,849,000 in the United 
States, 3,369,807 in Germany, 
1,717,654, in Norway, 1,693,366 in 
France, and 1,187,566 in Italy. No 
other nation has as much as one 
million tons, so that Japan comes 
sixth in the list. Japan, Lowever, is 
rapidly increasing her mercantile 
marine by building and purchase; 
Diut’ the Japanese are bold navigators, 
and her coasts and inland waters 
are very subject to fogs, and she loses 
a good many ships anvually. Mean- 
while, the rpid increase in Japan’s 
own mercantile marine and in the 
number of vessels that trade with 
herunder other flags has not been 
accompanied by an adequate improve- 
ment in her harbours, aud this must 
be a very pressing question for her 
as soon as Russia realises the futility 
of continuing the war, 





THE SHANGPU AND 
THE BOYCOTT. 
30th August. 

Iv is very evident that itis quite 
a mistake to suppose—if yesterday’s 
meeting is a fair. indication—that 
the Government at Peking has any 
intention of suppressing the boycott, 
whatever H.E. Yuan Shih-kai may 
do, We announced on Monday that 
the Shangpu, or Ministry of Com- 
meree, had appointed Mr. Chang 
Chiien, otherwise known as Chang 
Chu-zuh, Director-in-chief of the 
Deep Sea Fishery Co., and a mono- 
polist in other ways, to arrange with 
the dealers here in American piece- 
‘oods & method. of averting the 
avy losses with which they were 
threatened through the  boyéott. 
‘Mr. Chang accordingly held a meet- 
ing yesterday which was attended by 
the principal piece-goods dealers and 
representatives of the Chinese 
Chamber of Commerce. So far from 
taking any steps or announcing any 
measures to suppress the boycott, he 
began by fining some of those pre- 
senta total sum of Tis. 4,000 for 
alleged irregularities in continuing 
to do business in American goods 
after the boycott was announced ; 
and the victims weakly undertook to 
pay the fines. Ib is understood that 
the son of Yuan Taotai was acting as 
Mr.Chang’s lieutenant, Mr. Chang 
then. ordered that from to-day no 
dealers may purchase any American 
goods; whether they weie imported 
Before the boycott or not, and what- 
ever their foreign ownership, Ameri- 
can,,English, French, German, or 
what not. All foreigners who dare to 
dea} in American. goods are to 
be punished alike; in order to per- 
suade the American Government to 
make a satisfactory Immigration 


‘Treaty *with China, As for goods 
contracted for before the boycott, 
and which the dealers must take up, 
they may do this, and Mr. Chang is 
about to establish am office at which 
passes will be granted for all goods as: 
to which he is satisfied, and he will 
stamp them so that they may be sold 
in the interior, Besides the office in 
Shanghai Mr. Chang proposes to 
establish at thirty-six principal cen- 
tres of trade in foreign goods “in 
China, offices where all goods will be 
examined to see that they are pro- 
perly stamped. As each of these 
offices is to have a staff, this will 
require a considerable outlay, and he 
requires from his victims here an 
initial contribution of two hundred 
thousand tae's. This is how M 
Chang proposes to settle the boycott 
agitation, and this is the pass that 
the hoycotters here have brought 
themselves to; they have fallen indeed 
out of the frying-pan into the fire. 

Whatever may have been the 
intention of those who started the 
boycott, the officials have seen and 
seized the opportunity of using it to 
establish a new tax on the import 
trade; for itis obvious that the 
initial payment of Tis. 200,000 de- 
maided t by Mr. Chang, and the 
farther payments required to keep 
up his 36 or 37 new likin statio.s 
must come out of the trade; and the 
treaties with th.ir fixed tariffs have 
become waste paper. It is not to be 
supposed fora moment that if a satis- 
factory immigration treaty is made 
with the United States, thes offices! 
will be closed, and Mr. Chang's lucra- 
tive supervision of the trade will be 
withdrawn. The Shangpu will have 
tasted blood, and will want more and 
more. Mr. Cliang’s scheme means 
the establishment of a permanent 
boycotting machinery ; aud if any 
Power objects or insists on its Treaty 
being observed, this boycotting ma- 
chinery will instantly be put in 
motion against the suljocts of that: 
Power and its trade. Hodie mihi, 
cras tibi, the Americans may now 
justly say, and the whole weight of 
the Diplomatic Body at Peking must’ 
be promptly put into action to crush 
this impudent proposal. 

The bait held out to the piece- 
goods dealers aud the Chinese Cham- 
ber of Commerce to induce them to 
put up with Mr. Chang’s proposals is 
his promise that he will assist them, 
to clear what he is pleased to regard 
as their legitimate purchases, and 
will so relieve them for the moment 
of the financial difficulties which are 
accumulating round them. It seems, 
to them that they are choosing 
between swift ruin, and a permanent, 
future interference with and taxa- 
tion of their trade, and they have! 
chosen the latter to avert the former. 
If Mr. Chang is not at once dis- 
avowed, and his scheme suppressed, 
the Treaty Powers will have to take 








the matter up seriously, aud make| 








Peking understand that it cannot 
trifle with its obligations to them in 
this manner. ‘The crisis is a very 
serious one, and it must be met 
promptly and energetically, Mr. 
Chang's statement that he is antho- 
rised by the Government to settle the 
boycott, and that, this is how he pro- 
poses to do it, contrasts somewhat 
strangely with the telegram from 
Peking which we publish this morn- 
ing, stating that the Government has 
ordered ‘T. E, Yuan Shib-kai and 
Chou Fu to instruct their sub- 
ordinates to suppress the boycott, 
There may be two parties “in 
Peking or double dealing on the part 
ofthe Government, However this be, 
it is for onr, Ministers at Peking to 
2 that Mr. Chang's operations ab 
any rate are suppressed with all 
speed, 








THE PEACE. 
SIst August. 

Tue news that arrived early 
yesterday morning that pencs was 
arranged was received with the 
liveliest satisfaction, which was 
tempered with grent’ surprise when 
it was known that an agreement had 
been rendered possible, not by Russia 
giving way, as the sanguine expected, 
but by Japan waiving the conditions 
which it was thought represented 
her irreducible minimum. It seems 
incredible that, after all the state- 
ments that have been made at 
Portsmouth, N H., and the known 
inion of the Japanese in Japan that, 
it would be better to continue the 
war than to accept inadequate terms, 
there should b2. such a collapse, 
The news was evidently very late in 
reaching the Japanese, probably 
kept back for some reason by the 
Government; for our urgent two- 
word telegram from Tokio was dis- 
patched twelve hours after the news 
was known in Shanghai. The 
Japanese here are astounded and 
indignant, ond they are engerly 
waiting for information as to the 
reception of the news in Japan. Wo 
have given the times at which our 
yesterday's telegrams from ‘Tokio 
were dispatched to, show how the 
news was delayed. 

‘The terms which Japan is reported 
by Reuter as having accepted would 
be intelligible if is were Japan that 
were compelled to make peace. But . 
notwithstandiog somewhat unsatis- 
factory harvests, Japan is quite pre- 
pared to fight for another year or 
more, and she is well provided 
with funds at the. moment, and 
her or:dit is good, ,There. .is 
not the least reason to . suppose 
that in the next battle . Livievitch 
would be any more successful than 
Kuropatkin, nor could the Russians 
hope to avert-the fall of Viudivostock, 
That the Russians could mobilise 
new armies in the face of the uniyery 


s 
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sal discontent, rising in some quarters 
to revolution, in Russia, is incredible, 
while her borrowing powers have 
come to an end, even her small 
domestic loans finding few tikers. 

It Jap mis to receive no indemnity 
or compensation direcily, as Reuter 
tel's us is the cave, it must be 
because she is to have it indirectly, 
and the key to the puzzle is most 
probably to be found in the state- 
ment ofa high Russian official, pub- 
lished here on the 29th inst., that 
“an influence far stronger than Pre- 
sident Roosevelt, namely England, is 
working for peace.” King Edward 
is a confirmed peacemaker, but he 
would not sacrifice Japau’s interests 
even to bring about peace, and it is 
probable that there is an undisclosed 
agreement between Great Britwin, 
Japan, and Russia, by which Japan 
will receive a quid pro quo for what 
looks at the moment to be altogether 
ton Quixotic magnanimity, ‘Phat 
China, probably even more than she 
realises, is very much interested in 
this' undisclosed agreement may be 
tiken for granted. At present we 
must wait for more light, for there 
are not the elements of a durable 
peace in the conditions which Reuter 
assures us Japan has accepted, and 
which would leave her with feelings of 
the same kind as those she experi- 
enced when Russia, France, and 
Germany interfered to prevent her 
reaping the fruits of her victory over 
China, an‘! thereby brought on the 
war now ended, 








“M. WITTE.” 


SIst August. 


Wuen it was announced that M. 
Muravieff had been instructed to 
resign the post of Peace Plenipoten- 
tiary, and that Mr. de Witte had 
been appointed in his place, there 
was a general chorus of satistaction, 
His appointment was accepted as a 
certain proof that the Czar was pre- 
pared to make peace. Mr. de Witte 
was supposed to be the one strong 
man in Russia, a man strong enough 
to stick to his opinions even if they 


50 displeased the Czar that the] 


penalty was dismissal from power; a 
- man who had always opposed the war 
with Japan, and had always decried 
the expansion of Russia in the Far 
Enst; 2 man who, as a capable 
financier, was entirely opposed to the 
corruption and waste inseparable 
from the conduct of a war by Russia. 
The “Spectator” of the 22nd ult, 
however, in an article entitled as 
above, writing some five weeks ago, 
takes an anything but sanguine 
view of Mr. de Witte's appointment. 
“We see no convincing reason,” it 
begins, “for the impression so general 


in Western Europe and America 
that M. Witte wil! be able to mak 
peace simply because he is M. Witte. 
No doubt be is penetrated with ideas 
which differ greatly from those of the 
average Russian bureaucrat. He is 
not, as we understand his record, a 
Liberal in the constitutional sense, 
bat would leave to the Throne much 
of its irresponsible power in order 
that it may act with rapidity and 
decision.” The dream of his life is 
to convert European Russia from an 
agricultural into an industrial Power, 
for in these days a great Power must. 
be wealthy, and in these days wealth 
flows from suce: ssful industries, He 
has Liberal :deas, because “a certain 
degree of enfranchisement is essen- 
tial to the development of industry,” 
jand this makes him a most danger- 
ous man in the eyes of the bureau- 
cracy, who know that there is no 
finality when any enfeanchisement is 
once granted ; that it means the end 
of autocracy. All war is wasteful in 
Mr. de Witte’s eyes, and an unsuc- 
cessful war is especially hateful ; 
while he has never: concealed his 
detestation of the present war, by 
which Russia, as distinct from cer- 
tain Russians, would have gained 
nothing worth having had she’ been 
most unexpectedly successful. “ He 
would therefore,” says the “ Specta- 
tor,” “if he had a free hand, probably 
make peace, and this the more read- 
ily because the reported demands of 
Tokio will not strike him as demands 
threatening the impoverishment of 
Russia. He does not want Man- 
churia, any more than the peasantry 
who ask so often where it is, He is 
not afraid of Japan, who may expand 
without arousing in him any dread 
either of the ‘yellow peril,’ or of a 
great commercial rival. Least of all 
is he troubled by the demand for an 
indemnity. He knows perfectly well 
that if Siberia were turned into a 
Canada, and Russian agriculture and 
industry made prosperous by a mea- 
sure of feeedom, his country could 
pay a hundred millions as easily as 
France, and with as little reduction 
in her permanent prosperity. - ‘The 
sum is only six montts’ revenue, 
after all; and Russis, not - havin, 
been invaded has only suffere 
through the waste of her taxes, and 
the diminution, which must always 
be temporary, in the number of her 
young men. In two years the grow- 
ing boys will have filled. up all the 
gaps. M. Witte is therefore the best 
plenipo entiary the Czar could have 
selected, hut that is no proof that he 
will be able to make peace.” 
Practically Mr. de Witte, we are 
told, can hardly be said to have any 
powers at all. He must refer every- 
thing of importance to the Czar, and 
the Czar is b-ing guided, not by the 
discussions at Portsmouth, bub: by 
the pressing necessities of his own 
position. He muy be quite ready to 
give up Manchuria and: dismantle 


& 








Viadivostock, but his Genera's may 
tell him that to agreo to these terms 
will produce disaffection in the 
army. To the Czar personally the 
indemnity demanded ‘is nothing, but 
to pay it will involve such a loss of 
prestige to Russia, that her hold on 
Central Asia will be rudely shaken. 
‘The so-called plenipotentiaries can- 
not be really given a free hand; says 
the “Spectator,” because it is the 
two countries that are negotiating, 
not the Ambassadors. “The coun-. 
tries have sep urate interests, indeed 
upon certain _ points ‘conflicting 
interests, and though both are. sin- 
cerely desirous of peace, for even the 
victor has suffered much, the ques: 
tion will still remain whether either 
is prepared, in order to attain it, to 
pay more than a certain price. We 
doubt if the group who role Russia 
are as yet so prepared, and assuredly 
the group who rule Japan are not.” 
The “Spectator” notes that Mr. 
de Witts began his career as pleni- 
potentiary by delivering much bom- 
bast to the Press, apparently with 
the idea that he could so frighten 
Tokio. Appareutly he-did not knew 
that Tokio is as proud as S*. Peters- 
burg, nnd much better in‘ormed. 
“The tone of his sp:ech seems to us 
to indicate that half-comprehension 
of one’s enemy which is always the 
greatest obstacle to successful ne- 
otiation.” 

‘That a contest by cable has baon 
going on between Mr. de Witte and 
the war party at St. Petersburg is 
evident. ‘The latter party has beaten 
him once before, and it looked up to 
the last a8 if it were going to beas 
him again, his great, disndvantage 
being the matual hatred between the 
Czar and himself. Though aman of 
great ideas, Mr. de Wibte is nota 
far-seeing sia'esman ; he has not the 


gift of foreseeing the consequences of 
his policy. “The Siberian Ril. 
cay,” sys Mr. Drage in his 


“Russian Affairs,” “has, of course, 
been the most extensive and im- 
portant: feature of this branch of his 
activity,” referring-to railways, and it 
is the existence of this railway which 
made possible the war whi:h is to 
him so hateful. “The general result 
of his policy,” continues Mr. Diage, 
“has been an enormous increase of 
strength” to the bureaucracy of 
Russia,” and it is this bureaucracy 
which he has been fighting, and which 
he seems to have made so strong that 
he cannot now con'ro! it. In fact, 
his control of it was tuken away 
when he was removed from the 
Ministry of Finance, and shelved ia 
the Presidency of: the Committee of 
Ministers. : : 

‘The telegrams which we published 
yesterday morning left, the impression 
that peace was impossible ; and before 
they were published the Conference 
had arrived ata complete agreement.

Ho still soos clearly and writes vigorously 
of-what he sees; but it is not necessary 
for him to beat the big drum so loudly, 
now that audiences have learnt to come 
to his show as soon as he sets it up in the 
market-place. When he wrote “ The 
Unspeakable Scot,” he showed such an 
intimate and peculiar knowledge of Cale- 
donia, stern and wild, that many people 
concluded that he was a Scotsman ; but 
ho explains in his preface: “I wish to 
add that I am neither a Roman Uatholic 
nor an Orangeman, but a Yorkshireman. 
Therefore 1 shall not forego my right to 
‘say what I believe to be true.” Tho 
rosult is a very fairly written book, Hoe 
says; “I have called this book ‘Tho 
Wild Irishman ’ in a spirit of conciliation. 
As a fact thore are no wild Lrishmon left 
in Ireland. But to have suggested thus 
much on one’s title-page would, I am 
sure, have meant offence to the Irish, 
bitter disappointment to the English, 
and honour and glory to my ancient 
enemies the Scotch.” Observe the sub- 
tloty of this; how by a side wind he 
confers honour and glory on the race h 
roally loves while protonding that they 
are his enemies.

KUOLING. 


The Anglo-American School. 

Two mootings of more than usual 
interest have been held this year at 
Kuling to arrange for carrying on u 
school for boys and girls at Kuling. Fivo 
years ago the Ohina Inland Mission 
erected some school buildings on the hills 
with the intention of using them for a 
preparatory school, Everything necossary 
for the. conduct of the schoo! was ready 
when circumstances led the mission to 
modify their plans. Bor years the build- 
ings have been empty, except for the 
presence of the missionary and his wife 
who have been in chargo, but now, largely 
due to the energy of Mr. Moigs, tho 
principal of the Christian Collogo at 
Nanking, a number of guarantors havo 
joined together to rent the buildings from 
the: China Inland Mission and carry on a 
school for the. children of foreignors 
living in the Yangtze Valley and other 
parts of China, 

A prospectus will shortly be published, 
some extracts from which will be of 
interest to many of your readers who 
were not present at the meetings held at 
Kuling. 

‘The founders of the school are the share- 
holders who have subscribed a guarantee 
fund to enable the school to be opened, 
Their children have the first claim to ad- 
mittance into the school and a reduction 
is allowed on their-schovl fees, but the 
shareholders obtain no.other financial pro- 
fit from the school. 

The school, which is for both boys and 
girls, endeavours to provide a good high 
school education. Besides the ordinary 
branches of an English education such 
subjects will be taught as are required for 
the entrance or preliminary College exam- 
inations in England and America. The 
school being essential; ‘hristian founda- 
tion, the moral and spiritual. interests of 
the children are considered of the highest 
importance, and children will not be 
received into nor retained in the school if 
it is thought that their influence will 
seriously interfere with thi 

The School Year.—The scl vol year bogins 
on or about the first of April and continues 
until the middle of December, with a 
short vacation of @ fortnight in August, 
‘and other occasional holidays arranged by 
the headmaster. 

Departments.—The school __ includes 
Kindergarten, Elementary, and Secondary 
Departments for both boys and girls.

‘That question which is exciting. 
everyone's interest to-day. No doubt 
the decision has already been made, bat 
the announcement will not be made 
Monday. Ought. Mr.. Balfour to 
resign? ‘That isa question the answer to 
which depends largely upon the political 
opinious of the person answering. ‘Those 
who are not strong partisans, will, how. 
over, be inclined, I think, to answer it in 
the ‘affirmative. If the defeat of’ the 
Government last night had been on a 
uap division it would be different; but 
it was not. Urgent whips were sent out 
‘on bothsides, and the division took pl 
at the time expocted—just before mi 
“The Opposition, the 
Government whip, 
the pairs” (th 
way, appears to be i 
the remainder of the Ieish 
to-morrow” (the day of .the division), 
“These facts point to an unexpectedly 
lively eveuing sitting, aud a very import- 
aut division,” It is therefore impossible 
to pretend that the Ministorialists were 
taken by surprise. Of course it is trno, 
as Mr. Balfour pointed out, that there 
have been many occasions on which a 
division in supply has gone »gainst the 
Government. of the day and no 
resignation has followed, but. there 
have also been occasions when resign 
tion has followed, notably there was the 
fainous cordite vote, ou account of which 
Lord Rosebery resigued. It’ depends on 
circumstances ; but the circumstances in 
the preseut case are at Isast as strong 
for resignation as they were in the 
cordite case. Ministers have admitted 
for some time past that at -the present 
moment the country is against them, 
that a General Election would plac 
in a minority. From a party point of 
view that js a reason for avoiding a dis- 
solution; but we are supposed to be 
ruled by a° Representative Government, 
aud a-Government which ‘ackuowledges 
that it does not represent the opinion of 
thecountry cau hardly be justified morally

The Defeat. 

It was a stirring ‘scone in the House 
when the tellers walked up to aunounce 
the adverse vote, and the dramatic effect 
of the proceedings which ‘followed was 
intensified by the imperturbable calmn 
of the Prime Minister. The House can 
ways tell how a division has gone by. the 
position taken by the tellers, and by the 
fact that the slip of paper on which tho 
figures are written is always handed by 
the Clerk to one of the whips on the 
winning side; in this caso it was Sit 
‘Thoma Esmonde, Consequently the roar 
‘of cheers from the Opposition preceded 
tao official announcement. and for some 
time prevented it from being made, Mr. 
John Redmond was the hero of the hour. 
It was he who had moved the amendment, 
and it was he who, when Mr. Balfour, in 
avswer to a question from Sir Henry 
Campbell-Baunerman,. announced that 
he.had io statement to make, harangued 
the Prime Minister in stentorian tones, 
declaring that if-ho attempted to ignore 
this vote he would be guilty of an outrage 
upon the constitution of the country, 
Mr. Balfour'was bound to reply, but he, 
with the utmost calmness, announced 
that he would take till Monday to consult 
his colleagues and arrivejat a decision. At 
the same time he declared that if it was 
impossible for himself and his colleagues 
to carry on the business of the country 
with dignity they would resign, 

Irish Land Purchase. 

The question which immediately lod to 
this vote against the Government was that 
of land purchase in Ireland under the 
Act of 1903. Mr. Long, the new Secretary 
for Ireland, bad to acknowledge that 
purchases under that Act wore delayod 
for want of money. Tho Governmont, ‘it 
will be remembered, have under that 
Act to lend money to buy the landlords 
out, the purchasers repaying tho loan by 
paying annual, instalments which, as a 
role, xto actually less than tho’ rent 
which they previously paid to the 
landlord. It is a splendid thing both 
for the landlord, who gots more than the 
market value of his Jand, and for the 
tonant, who pays less rent and yet becomes 
1 fow years the owner of the. land. 
‘Vhe only sufferer is the British taxpayer. 
At the present moment sales to the extent 
of £28,000,000 are pending and. tho 
Exchequer has ouly £10,000,000 -avail- 
‘To raise £18,000,000 by. means of 
ich would have to be issued at 
we when they will only fetch 
ver £90 in the: market, would be 
disstrous finance, so Mr, Long proposes 
that the Act should he amende I, so that the 
landlords should be paid in Irish Land 
Stock at. its face value i-steud of cash. 
‘The propusal, though not very palatable 
to. the Irish landlords, is not unreason- 
able; but there are many Unionists who 
always hate! the last Irish Land Act, 
though they felt bound 10 support 
it; and it is highly probable» that 
this feeling had much to do with the 
slackness of attondance on the Ministerial 
side of the House. : 

The Redistribution Scheme. 

The most remarkablé thing about the 
Government defeat is, however, that it 
should have occurred when it did. On 
Monday the’ Speaker gave his auxiously 
expected decision on the question whether 
the whole Goverament'sobeme of redistri- 
bution of seats could be put as one 
resolution as Mr. Balfour proposed; or 
whether the various proposils contained 
in that scheme- must be put as- separate 




























































resolutions ; this'decision was against the 
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Prime Minister, who thereupon had to 
anhounce that it.was impossible to carry 
the resolutions through this session, aud 
that he would proces by Bill next ses- 
sions. ‘The spoaker’s decision was rogard- 
éd.as a serious blow for Mr. Balfour. 
He was severely blamed both by mem 
bers of his party and by some of-his 
organs on the Press for the blunder which 
he bad committed in subjecting himself 
to this rebuff from the Speaker. But on 
the following day there was a mecting of 
Unionist members at the. Foreign Office 
called in anticipation of the Speaker's 
ruling, and the Prime Minister carried 
the meeting with him and was greeted 
with wild enthusiasm. It had begun to 
be scen that the Spoaker’s decision would 
make it easier rather than harder for 
the Government to remain .in office 
until the autumn of noxt year, Mr. 
Balfour explained that he had got his 
scheme before Parliemont, and that 
was really all he wanted ‘to do this 
session; and it was obvious as the 
scheme had not boon eatried it would be 
‘open to the Prime Minister to stro 
then it in accordance with the vi 
of his followers before introducing 
it in the form ofa Bill. Mr. Balfour 
announétd that his real reason for calling 
his followers together was (o impress 
upon them the supreme need that they 
should attend in their places and oboy 
the call of theie whips, so as to avoid a 
dofoat, which was the only thing which 
could ‘bring about a dissolution. ‘Tho 
cheors with which this warning was 
received wore rogarded as a solemn pro- 
miso of faithful compliance; and yot 
within two days the Government was 
defeated. 


The Lords and the Bridges. 

London Liberals havo a now grievance 
against tho Houso of Lords. ‘Thoy have 
thrown outa County Council Bill which 
had passed the Commons, the main 
object of which was to otapower tho 
Council to bring the tramways over 
Blackfriars and Westminster Bridges, 
und along the Embankment. ‘The Coun- 
ty Council have beon fighting this 
question for years, but they have hitherto 
boon strongly opposed by the City Corpo- 
ration, which would never consent to the 
introduction of tramways into any part 
of the city. At last, howover, the Corpo- 
ration have awoke to the necessity of 
joining up the tramways of North and 
South, and by a substantial majority they 
supported the schemo. ‘Thon the Council 
thought they were safe; the more so as 
the Royal Commission on the Means of 
Locomotion and Trausport in London 
has just presented its roport, snd 
among a multitude of  well-copsider- 
ai. recommendations “has urged that 
tho northern and southern tramway 
systems should ho joined up at once by 
way of Blackfriars and Westminster 
Bridges, without wailing for the oxganis 
tion of the rest of their elaborate scheme. 
The Lords who supported the rejection 
urgid that the County Council scheme 
would not join up the two systems, and this 
iss true for the tim ; buta subway for tram. 
ways is being constructed under Kingsway, 
the great new thoroughfare from Holbora 
to the Strand : and it’ was intended later 
on to extend this subway to the Embank- 
ment, bring’ 
so joining it on to the line over the two 
bridges. ‘The Liberals are denouncing the 
seltishness of men who ‘never ride in 
tramways, thus preventing a reform greatly 
needed by less wealthy Londoners ; but 
no doubt the only result of the rejection

Mr. Balfour's Decision. 
There was no element of surprise about 
Mr. Balfour's speech in the House of| 
Commous. It was known beforehand— 
indeed it was authoritatively anounced 
in many of the Unionist newspapers in 
tho morning—that the Prime Minister 
had resolved neither to resign nor to 
dissolve Parliament in consequence of tho 
Government defeat on Thursday. He, 
was in capital form; in fact it must 
be dificult for his bitterest political op- 
ponent to withhold admiration for the 
perfect coolness, self-possession, and im- 
perviousnoss to clamour and abuse which 
Mr.. Balfour bas exhibited throughout 
the ‘crisis. It was a really admirable 
speech which he delivered, quite « 
answerable from the point of view which 
he chose to adopt. He marshalled a 
formidable series of precedents to 
show that a Ministry was under 
no obligation to resign because it 
was defeated on a vote ia Supply, or 
indeed on any voto oxcept a direct voto 
of consure moved after due notice. Ho 
went further and argued most offectively 
that to resign would be a dangerous 
precedent. It would placo a Governmont 
with a comparatively narrow majority of 
supporters at the mercy of a coterie such 
as the Nationalists, who would be able to 
take advantage of tho inevitable occasions 
whon a few moro Ministerialists than Op- 
position mombers might chance to be 
absont from the House. So strong was 
Mr. Balfour's position in this‘ respect that 
not a singlo membor of the Opposition 
attompted to traverso his arguments, 
The Argument for Dissolution. 
‘The weakness of Mr. Balfour's position 
is that ho knows, and everybody knows, 
that heand his Government have lost the 
confidence of tho country. If it were not 
for that there would not be the slightest 
necessity for him to resign on acconnt of 
such a voto as that of Thursday. On the 
other hand if it were not for that 
would be quite willing to dissolve 
ment. The prosent Parliament is within a 
fow weoks of the ago of the last Parliament 
when Lord Salisbury dissolved it. Me. 
Balfour touchod very lightly on this side of 
the question. Ho did quote from a letter 
of Mr. Gladstouo in which that statesman 
expressed tho opinion that Government 
defonts at by-elections wore not a reason 
for resignation, but against that 
opponents wore able to quote Mr, Glad- 
stove as holding the opinion that a series 
of adverse by-elections were a strong 
reason for appealing to the country. In 
1874 Mr. Gladstone apologised to tl 
House for not ‘having dissolved Parl 
ment in 1873, and added: “It is repug- 
nant to my foolings and not compatible 
‘with tho best interests of the country that 
Government should continue to govern 
even with a numerical majority, whon 
there are daily increasing evidences that 
it no longer reprosents the will and 
opinion of the constituencies.” 
Will it Come in the Autumn? 
‘Thero is, however, a vory general beliof 
that although Mr. Balfour would not 
commit himself he has fully mado up his 
mind to dissolve Parliamont in the 
Autumn. According to the theory of tho 
Constitution it is the Sovereign who dis- 
solves Parliam aud it is contended 
that it would be discourteous to the King 
for the Prime Minister to annonnce a 




































































appeal to tho constituencies in October 
or November. Mr. Vince, tho Secre- 
tary of the Birmingham Liberal Un- 
ionist Association, believes it will bo 
in November; and there aro few persons 
in a better position to form an accurate 
judgment on tho matter than he. On 
the other hand there are many who still 
beliove that Mr. Balfour means to cling 
to the reins of office through the recess, 
to introduce his Redistribution Bill next 
Session, and then to ride for a fall on it. 
It is thought that this would give him a 
good electioneering cry for an appeal to 
the country about April next. 


Blocking Private Bills. 

On the whole the “Opposition have 
accepted the position much more quietly 
than was expected. ‘Thero has not boon 
half the turmoil ovor the incident that 
there would have boon, say, fifty years ago. 
Poople realiso nowadays that the doings 
of Parliament havo but a small practical 
effect on our daily lives. Tho Irish aro very 
active, it is trae. Mr. Redmond announced 
the intention of his party to strain every 
nerve to make things as difficult as pos- 
sible for the Government which would not 
resign, and they ae carrying out their 
threat. In one respect they overstepped 
the mark, and Me. Redmond had to draw 
them back. They blocked all the private 
bills. Many, in fact most, of these ure 
quite uncontroversial. They have cost in 
the aggregate many thousands of pounds 
to promote, and their postponement to an- 
other Session would involve a tremendous 
loss. Many of them are for local onter- 
prises that will give employment to 
hundreds it not thousauds of poople. 
Even if Mr. Balfour had consented to 
postpone the prorogation he could 
hardly have forced more than a fow of 
them through against tho Irish opposi- 
tion. Fortunately, however, Mr. Rod- 
mond has been induced to seo that the 
action of his party was aiding rather than 
injuring tho Unionist Party by arousing 
intense indignation not only against the 
Nationalists but against their Liberal 
allies. Ho has therefore announced that 
hie lias no quarrel with tho Euglish do- 
mocracy and has instructed his followers 
to allow tho private bills to pass. 


‘The Lords and the Fiscel 
Question. 

Last night the Duke off Devonshire 
acted perhaps the most valuable debate 
on tho fiscal quostion that has yet taken 
place in either House. It was originally 
fixed for Monday last, but was postponed 
on account of the political ecisis. ‘Tho 
Dake's resolution declared disapproval 
both of the establishment of a general or 
penal tariff, and of Colonial proferences 
based on the taxation of food. ‘Tho 
Government onco moro avoided a direct 
vote on these issues by moving the 
“previous question,” but tho Freotradors 
had the satisfaction of mustering 57 
supportors—the largest vote that has 
been recorded against a Unionist Go- 
vornment since the Home Rule split, 
with tho knowledgo that on a clerr 

© their minority voto would 
have boon evon largor. As it was, 
the Government had a mujority of two 
to one. The value of the debate was, 
however, that it has made it decidedly 
more clear than it ever was before that

‘The British Fetes, 

‘Tho reception accorded by the people of 
Paris to Admiral May and the officers of 
the Atlantic Squadron has constituted one 
of the most pleasing incidents of the 
Butente Cordile. ‘he fetes at Paris 
were only rivalled in brilliance by thos 
Brest, Perhaps the most pleasing as well 
‘as the most significant incident 
was the decoration of Admiral Sir William 
May with the Grand Cross of the Legion 

















of Honour. ‘The decoration was bestowed 
on the gallant admiral by M. Rouvier, the 
Premier of France, immediate'y at the 
clos» of an official’ dinner given. to the 


British visitors. M. Rouvier, who has 
some knowledge of English, addressed a 
few complimentary words to the Admiral. 
A Kreuch officer who was present, Admiral 
de Maigret, then advanced to his British 
colleague, touched him twice on the 
shoulder with the fiat of 
embraced him, ‘This is the old French 
usage in such matters, and that it should 
have been revived shows the special cl 
acter and siucerity of the ceremony. It is 
certain that the fetes have loft the very 
happiest impression at Paris and Brest just 
as they have done in London. 
King Edward and the Parisians. 
Special gratification has been felt at 
the fact that the programme for the 
reception of the Frox:ch officers at Ports- 
mouth next. month has been largely 
arranged by King Edward himself, There 
is no monarch more popular in Paris than 
Edward. His political sagaci 
his tact and diplomacy, and his perpetual 
endeavours for peaco have in the opinion 
of the Parisians placed him upon a 
‘peculiar pinnacle amongst the sovereigns 
of Europe, ‘They believe thet it was his 
influoncs that closed the Boer war; just 
as, afterwards, ho came to Paris to change 
the current of opinion, which was di 
tinetly unfavourable to Great Britain. 
‘The improved tone of British opinion in 
respect of Russia is looked upon here, at 
all events, as being largely duo to the 
personal influence of Edward. the Pesco- 
maker, whose friendship with the Russian 
Ambassador in London is well known, 
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Arton and Panama. 
One of the strangest figures of the 
Pauama scandal has disappeared in the 
death of Emile Arton, or as his real namo 
was, Emile Aaron. Arton was entrusted 
with large sums of money to bribe the| 
deputies of the Left in the Chamber to 
ensure the granting of another loan to 
the Canal Company. Ho carried out 
his work to such purpose that presently 
the police turned their attention to hi 
and he was on the point of being’ 
arrested when he fled to London. Arton 
arrived in the British capital in 1892 
and taking the namo of Heury Newman, 
he set up in business as a tea merchant. 
His adventures when escaping from the 
French police were most extraordinary 
and constitute one of the romances of the 
Panama affair, Through the untiring 
efforts of his daughter he. eventually 




















obtained the Presidential pardon and 
was able to resume his life in Paris. For 
the last few years ho has been concorn- 
ed in anumber of finaucial enterprises 
but nono of thom appears to havo si 
ceeded. It was apparently this circum- 
stance which induced him to end his life 
by taking poison. Arton was as well 
known in the world of the demi-monde 
as ho was in that of shady finance. On 
one occasion he gave a great ball in one 
of the hotels at Paris to which he invited 
all the famous beauties of the hour. 
Arton wished to bestow a special com- 
pliment upon a fair but frail guest and 
set out at ono o'clock in the morning for 
the Rue de la Paix, roused up a jeweller 
from his slumbers, and purchased a pearl 
necklace worth £2,000. Arton seems to 
have been nothing more than the willing 
tool of other the Panama 
scandal, and certainly his exploits do not 
compare with that arch-manipulator, 
Cornelius Hertz. 
Musee d’Ennery. 

After litigation extending over six 
years tho house occupied by M. d’Ennery, 
the well-known operatic composer, is 
about to be opened asa public museum. 
As a piece of architecture the house, 
which stands in the Avenue du Bois 
do Boulogne, is of little, or no con- 
quence, being a bad mixturo of styles, 
ut AS a meeting-place of famous men and 
house for much curious oriental 
it has its historical interes’ and 
its intrinsic value. Victor Hugo, Dumas 
fils, Kmile Augier, Rochefort, Goueral 
Boulanger, Gambetta, are some of the 
figures that bave flitted through the apart- 
ments of this artistic abude. It is a curious 
fact that amongst the collaborators of 
dEnnery was Jules Verne, the famous 
boys’ romancer, who has just died. Jules 
‘Verne in his eatly days had a notion to 
write opera, but one or two ill-successes 
tarned him into his proper path as the 
semi-scientific teller of strange stories. The 
Musée d’Eonery will be an appreciated 
addition to the smaller museums, of which 
Paris alrendy possesses a considerable 


namber.

Paul Dérouléde, the conspirator who at-

to pass the Chamber. The ex-deputy, 
however, does not think that the psycho- 
logical moment has arrived for his return 
to his dear Boulevards, consequently he 
has turned his back on Paris to: take 
up his abode, as it seems, in Vienna. 
Dérouléde is « somewhat curious type of 
conspicator. He would have us believe 
that he conspired against the Re- 
public not because he objected to that 





















































system of government- but, to -tho 
particular French form of it. He wishes 
France to model herself’ on the American 
plan. It is, howevor, to bo fenred that 
with the elements existing in this country 
a citizen raised to the power and 
privileges of an Amorican. President 
would very speedily become Dictator, and 
it would require a great political’ up- 
heaval to’ induce him to forego the 
pleasures of offico.. Paul Déronlade’a 
action in refusing to tako advantago of 
the President's pardon is a much. moro 
dignified position than that of his. two 
fellow conspirators of tho royalist party, 
who sent an insulting letter to the chiot 
magistrate and then availed themselves 
of his clomeney- : 
‘The Channel Tunnel : 

‘The question asked this. week’ in the 
House of Commons has, revived. groat 
interest on both sides of the Channol. in 
the old project for a tunnel. Fronch 
people express groat wurpriso at the 
dislike of a vast uumber of English poo- 
ple to the project. On purely stratogical 
Tines it seoms dificult to imagine what 
great objection there can bo. ‘to defend 
the tunuel in -time of war would bo the 
easiest matter when a single charge of 
dynamite would completely wreck it. 
Moreover, the Dover end could run into 
a fortress with guns always trained on 
the point where the troops. would disem- 
bark, Ihave spoken to many members 
of tho British Chamber of Commerco 
hero and they enthusiasticully approve 
the project. ‘There is no doubt that it 
would Iead to an astonishing extension 
of cross-Chanuol trade, and result in an 
enormous development of Paris. Tho 
ability to be able to leave London in the . 
morning, lunch in Paris, aud return the 
same night to town, would be to quideuple 
the business relations between tho two 
centres.

From the statement of accounts 
which has been in your hands for some 
time, you will have seon that, in add 
tion’ to placing $5 lacs to the silver 
reservo, raising that fund to $8,500,000, 
and carrying forward some $2 acs: in 
‘oxcoss of last half-year, we propose, on 
this occasion, to pay adividend of £1.15s. 
por share, being an inerease of 5s, on the 
dividend ‘which you havo rogularly ro- 
coived for tho past six and a-half years, 
At first sight 5s. per share doos not seom 
a largo increaso, but it amounts to 
£40,000 a yoar, and in porcontage you will 
find that at prosont oxchango it represents 
fully 4 por cent, por annum on the 
capital, which I think you will admit is a 
very substantial addition to our dividend, 
Your directors fully recognise, as I am 
sure you must all do, the inadvisability 
of raising the dividend unloss there’ are 
reasonable grounds for feeling confident 
of hoing able to maintain it.

unchanged at $8,500,000, but coin and 
bullion in hand, and’ in transit, amount 
to $49,336,683.16 against $43,204,418.57. 
Our holdings of Indian Government 
Rupee Paper and Consols, Colonial and 
other securities have both been slightly 
increased; Bills discounted, Loans and 
Credits stand at $104,214,416.69 against 








$85,601,304.98 in Decomber, and Bills 
Receivable ‘are wearly twelve ‘million 
ar 


dollars more than last half-year. 
Eastern commerce has pursued @ com, 
tively even course throughout the past half- 
year considering the importance of the 
political events which have marked the 
period. ‘The effect of the war upon trade 
has not changed in any striking manner 
since we last met. Things seem to have 
adjusted themsolves fairly comfortably 
to the temporary conditions. We have 
certainly witnessed a marked depression 
of trade and contraction of native credit 
in the South of China; this, however, 
beon mainly due to local causes 
which we may hope before long to see 
disappear ; but, viewed as a whole, the 
foreign trade of China continues to expand 
while that of Japan has shown remarkable 
progress, notwithstanding the continuance 
of hostilities. In the happy event of peace 
resulting from the conference now being 
hold in Amorica, there is good reason for 
anticipating a general revival of trade 
throughout the Far East, and we may 
look forward with confidence to the 
fature. (Applans

I have recently lunded in 
Shanghai, and havo experienced consider- 
able trouble, In tho first instanco I was 
out of employment for five mouths, thon 
managed to obtain work, in which I con- 
tinued for tho short poriod of three 





{ months, and was compolled to leave owing 


to ill-health. Having rogained my health 
and strength I have beon socking for 
work daily for over two months, having 
applied to no less than  twonty. 
difforont places (the list Ienclose), but all 
in vain. It will be romomborod’ that I 
did not come to Shanghai purposely to 
obtain employment; no, it was that my 
wife was advised by ‘medical authority to 
try Shanghai to benefit her health; natur- 
ally I, being her husband, must accom- 
pany her, especially in time of sickness. 
Now wo are here and practically stranded, 
for Iam nowloft with very little money to 
support my wife and child, who is only si 
weeks old., I may be able to hold out until 
the end of this month, but Iam afraid no 
longer. I am an Englishman, and have 
served in the Army for a period of twelve 
years, leaving my rogimont with the 
rank of sergeant aud a “good” parchment 
testimonial. My profession in life is a 
bandmaster, but I have no special desiro 
to maintain that profession if it cannot 
help me to live. As I have proviously 
said that I have beon and applied at 
twenty-one differont places trying for 
work, my last resource was to try tho 
British Consulate, but still nothing could 
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be done for mo, How wo are to live 
honestly after this month—unless I can 
get omployment—Icannot say. Will any 
Kind person come forward to help me in 
this time of trial? I hold good references 
which may be seen at any time. Iam 
now well and fit to work if I ean got it to 
do, Any position of trust I am willing to 
take up and do my best. ‘Trusting that

CHINESE OR SPANIARD? 





‘Lo tho Editor of the 
“ Nonru-Catva Day News.” 

Sin,—I think the attention of the public 
should be called to a practice which, if 
allowed by the Chinese authorities’ to 
proceed unchecked may lead to very grave 
abuwes. ‘The practice I refer to is that 
which is apparently being adopted by the 
Spanish Consul of granting to those Chineso 
subjects who choose to submit to Spanish 
jurisdiction certificates of Consular proteo- 
tiov. For instance, a Chinaman is desirous 
of bringing a lawsuit against other Cninese 
subjects ; before doing Ao he signs a sub- 
mission to Spanish jurisdiction and then 
obtains from the Spanish Consulate a 
certificate of protection ; the Spanish pro- 
téyé then commences his suit in the Mixed 
Court and claims to have it heard before 
a Spanish Assessor, in which elaim he is 
supported by the Spanish Consul. Whether 
this privilege of getting Spanish Consular 
protection can only jbe obtained by pay- 
ment of fees I do not know, though I em 
hardly suppose it can be got for nothing, 
but certainly it seems to an ordinary 
persou like myself that the granting of 
these certificates is absolutely unwar- 
ranted and is a very serious interference: 
with the sights ‘of the Chinese au- 
thoritirs over their own subjects. A 
Chineve subject has his own’ officials 
to protect him. Whom is it then that ho 
is to bo protected against ? Or does the 
Spanish Consul claim the right to afford 
protection to Chineso subjects against 
their own officials and against the laws of 
their own country ? 

As far as [ have been able to ascertain 
there is nothing in the Treaties between 
the Foreign Powers and China which 
gives tho Spanish Consul or, for the mat- 
tor of that, any other foroign Consul, this 
right. By what right therefore does the 






































Consul claim to exercise this power? So 
Tong as a Chinese subject continues to 

do in his own native country, how can 
he, without being guilty of what is prac- 
tically treason to his country, submit 
himself to the jurisdiction of a foreign 
country, and place himself under the 
protection of a foreign State ? 

T understand that theso so-called certi- 
ficates of protection are only available 
for one year, but can be renewed on pay- 
ment of a small annual feo. What hap- 
pons if the certificate is not renewed ? 
Does the protégé become a Chinese sub- 
ject again, or is he in a state, so to speak, 
of suspended animation between tho 
Chineso and Spanish jurisdictions? 

Again, supposing one of these protégés 
happens to die while his certificate of pro- 
tection remains in force, does his property 
devolve according to Chinese law, or does 
it come under the jurisdiction of the 
Spanish Consul ? 

‘Perhaps some of your readers who aro 
more familiar than I am with International 
Law will be able to satisfy my curiosity 
on these points.

of Peking, with instructions to 
proceed to Mukden to undertake tho 
task of reclaiming waste lands in Féng- 
tien province (Lower Manchuria).

forces. They are to be divided into 
three Army Corps; the Senior, or 
Centre Corps being under ’ the 
immediate command of H. E, Yuan 
Shih-k'ai, Vicoroy of Chihli and Imperial 
High Commissioner in chief command 
of tho Peiyaug laud and naval forces; 
the second, or Left Corps, under 
H, E, Tish Liang, President of the 
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Board of War; and the third, or Right | 


Corps, under H. E. Hsii Shih-ch‘ang, 
Grand Councillor and Vico-Presideut of 
the Board of Revenue. With reference 
to the above statement of the “ Nanfang- 
pao” tho ‘appointment of a Vice-Prosi- 
dent of the Board of Revenue to the 
command of an Army Corps may seem 
an anomaly to an outsider, but we may 
state that H. E. Hsu Shih-ch‘ang, prior to 
his promotion to the Board of Revenue, 
held the rank of a Military Deputy 
Lieutenant-Governor and the post of 
Senior Adviser on Military Affairs to the 
High Commissioners of the Army Re- 
organisation Department, which there- 
fore makes him eligible to the command 
of an Army Corps, which, by the way, 
has been evolved through’ the work of 
the Reorganisation Department, of which 
be used to hold the post of Chief Advisor 





As, however, his Excellency expects to ! 


go’ abroad about the middle of next 
month and the man@uvres do not take 
place until October, it is probable that 
somo ono else will have to be appointed 
to command the Right, or Third Army 
Corps on that occasion, Finally, 
according to news received from the 
North, Vicoroy Yuan Shih-k‘ai intends to 
inaugurate this, tho first Grand Army ma- 
nouvres in tho history of China’s reor- 
ganised forces, with great pomp and 
circumstance, and special éolat will bo 
given to thom by tho presonco 
of their Imporial Majesties, who will 
be accompanied by most of the princes, 
nobles, and high Ministers of States 
whilst, also, the foreign Powers will bo 
represented thero in the person of a 
large portion of the Corps Diplomatique.

Inducements to become Army 
Surgeons, 


In order to induce young men of the 
middle and higher classes to enter th 
Peiyang Military School of Surgery, 
Viceroy Yuan Shib-k‘ai has issued a pro- 
clamation promising civil service rank 
to those who graduate from the School, 
‘The course will be for three years, when 
the graduating re to be examin- 
ed at Poking by finister of Educa- 
tion (Kuan-hsio Ta-chén), upon whoso 
recommendation to the Throne those who 
are in the first division will be given the 
literary rank of chinshih (Doctor) ; those 
in the second division the rank of chih- 
heien (district magistrate); third 
Division chujén (Master of Arts) and 
fourth division tso- potty offici 
of the 8th and 9th such as assis- 
tant district magistrates (hsienchéng) 
aud police magistrates (hsunchien). 
With the possession of such ofticial 
status, a surgeon in the Imperial Army 
may, by his ability, riso to the 
highest rank within’ the gift of the 
Crown. 


Boycotting American Ginseng. 

A document signed by thirty-six Chinese 
physicians is published in the native news- 
papers,’ in which they declare that they 
will nob use American ginseng in their 

xrescriptions until such time as the new 
Treaty with the U.S. bas been revised to 
meet the wish of the nation. ‘In this list 
are names of all the cleverest ind most 
influential native physicians known to 
Chinese in Shanghai aud the outports, 
including several doctors who have gained 
fame among their fellow-nationals for 
having prescribed for their Imperial Ma- 
jesty aud a number of Viceroys and Gov- 
eraors of provinces.

Viceroy Chou Fu and the Boycott. 

The Shanghai Taotai has received 
telegraphic instructions from Viceroy 
Chou Fu of Nanking, the gist of which is 
that while the boycott mestings in 
Shanghai and elsewhere against Amer- 
ican goods endungor friendly relations 
between China and the U. S., the move- 
ment at the same time, while not hurting 
American merchants, will certainly do 
great harm to Chinese merchants. 
Under the circumstauces the Shanghai 
Taotai is instructed to resort to the best 
measures available in order that trade 
between the two countries and merchants 
concerned therein may not suffer harm. 
Wo understand the Taotai invited a 
number of prominent Chinese merchants 
a few days ago to confer with him on the 
matter.

Telephones and Wireless 
Telegraphy a Monopoly of the 
Imperial Government. 

Wo learn from an authoritative source 
that the Throne has sanctioned the re- 
commendation of their Excellencies Vico- 
roy Yuan Shih-k‘ai of Tiontsin, Director- 
Gonoral of Telegraphs, and Wu Ch‘ung- 
hsi, Vice-Director-General of Telegraphs, 
to make the’ construction henceforth of 
telephones and wireless _telegraphy 
stations within the dominions of the 
Emperor of Gifina a monopoly of the 
Imperial Chinese Government, whereby’ 
permission must first be obtained from 
the authorities before an outsider can bo 
allowed to establish either of thom. 
/Pelophones already ostablished within 
tho limits of the foreign settlements of 
‘Treaty ports are not included in the 
above rostriction. Wo undorstand that: 
tho joint memorial of their Excellencies 
was handed to their Majesties on the 4th 
of the current month of August, and the 
Imporial Rescript granting their Excel- 
Joncies’ recommendation:was issued on the 
9th instant, with instructions to 
Waiwupu to put it on record. 

The Chung-wen-men Octroi, 

With referonco to tho appointment of 
Yung Ching to the post of Superintendent- 
in-cbief of the Chung-wéa-gate Octroi of 
Peking, as stated in the Imperial decree 
published in the column above, wo may 
state that this is the first time in ‘the 
history of the dynasty, as far as we are 
ware, that a Commoner has be 
pointed to it. Tl the most lucrative 
post in the Capital and therefore the 
mosteagerly sought after. For this reason 
the incumbency is only for ono year— 

in order to give others a chance to get 
rich”—and it has been by an unwritten 
law hitherto considered the pect fish- 
ing ground for Princes only; the previous 
Superintendents-in-chief were such men as 
the lato Prince Kung, PrinceSi,and Prince

We hear that an Imperial Resorfpt, in 
reply to a memorial of the geritry and 
imerchants of Anhui province, has boon 
received at Ngauking, in which permis- 
sion is granted by the Emperor to their 
prayer that railway construction within 
the boundaries of their province shall 
from henceforth be the sole monopoly of 
the gentry and merchants of the province 
of Anhui itself; outsiders being debarred 
the privilege. 

‘The Boycott in Shanghai, 

Owing to the groat amount “of 
Amorican goods that have arrived and 
are to arrive—contracted for before tho 
20th July 1905—and the great sum thut 
will be locked up (between sixty’ and 
soventy million taels) by the stoppage of 
furthor sales of these American goods, 
and in order to prevent a certain financial 
panic thereby, the Ministry of Commerce 
(Shangpu) has appointed Mr, Chang 
Ch’ien, Director-in-cbief of the Deep Soa 
Fishery Co., to find methods for the salo, 
by Government authority, of these goods. 
Mr. Chang Chien has ‘appointed two 
persons to assist him in his difticult task, . 
namely Messrs. Wavg and Chang, the 
former a part propriotor of the 
“Universal Gazetto,” and tho latter on 
tho staff of the Commorcial Press.

‘Taotri Chun Oi-ting took place on Sunday 
at the Yuanchi Charitable Institution, on 
North Szechuan Road, near the corner of 
Boone load, instead of at the residence in 
Range Road, owing to the circumscribed 
space of the latter, All day long, from 
early morning until late in the afternoon, 
hundreds of officials and laymen, friends 
and relatives, and those connected with the 
various institutions to which the late ‘Tav- 
tai belonged in life, presented themselves 
to pay their lust respects to his maues, 
while the usnal Chinese funeral gifts 
received by the family as a mark of the 
respect of the donors for their Inte head 
were simply enormous in bulk when gather- 
ed together. 

‘The coffin was taken to the Kinleeyuen 
Whack yesterday afternoon at about 3 
o'clock in dreary rainy weather, to be carried 
down to Canton in the China Merchants’, 
steamer Chiyuen. Besides the numerous 
company of mandarins and friends, tho 
majority of whom wore fully attirod in 
oficial costume, who escorted tho ro- 
mains to the steamer, the funeral proces- 
‘sion was the usual one, with its embr 
ered umbrellas and banuers—unfor- 
tunately encased in oil cloths owing to the 
rain at the timo—gilded stands each borne 
by four bearers and’ carrying amongst 
other things the usual roasted pigs and 
freshly-skinned goats which characterise 
the funeral of every native of Kuangtung 
province, numerous floral wreaths and 
such. gifts, mative string and flute 
bands, etc., ete. There was, however, one 
thing ‘which was rather unusual, and that 

































was a miniature Mingpo sea-goiug junk 
presented for the occasion by a group of 
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native shipowners, ‘The junk was carried 
almost at the head of the procession and 
an examination showed that it was an 
exact reproduction of # regular sea 
junk with all the hundred aud one details 
‘which characteriso a jank of its class. 


Taotai Chung Mun-yew, 

(Pekingese :—Chung Weén-yao), Chineso 
Consul-General at Manila until a few

Great Fire in Chienning. 

A Aispatch from Foochow reports that 
at a great fire in the city of Chicnnin, 
Fukien province, on the 18th instant, 
lusting two days, over one thousand houses 
were burnt down, accompanied by the loss 
of several lives, 

The Party Wall 
ofa native house on Haining Road fell 
down yesterday morning owing to the 
continous rains avd crushed a one- 
storeyed native bui next door.

‘The reptile was 
subsequently killed by bystanders. ‘The 
Chinese story of the discovery of the 
suake is that, being an evil thing, fraught 
with disaster to the inmates of the larger 
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house, Heaven took pity on them, and 
wishing to reward the inmates for some 
good deed done, either by them or by an 
ancestor of theirs brought about the 
collapse of the wall so that the author of 
the intended evil to the family should be 
brought to light and slaughtered.

first literary honours. Furthermore, prior 
to the completion of the new Chuangyuan- 
Ui, or Chuangyaan residence, the family, 
if poor, are invited to remove into some 
commodious house in the vicinity and 
they may, if they like, actually live on 
their fellow-residents and the chihhsien of 
the city. All this because the favour of 
their new Chuangyuan, who is stili in 
Peking, must be obtained, so that he may 
not haud up a complaint to the Peking 
authorities against anyone in his native 
cily against whom he my have a grudge 
of some sort, For as a matbur of fact a 
new Chuangyuan of the old régime is a 
power for the timo being, and may got 
anything he desires, evon fcom the 
Governor of his own province, while the 
bloom of his honours is yet fresh. 

Thero are just now many uncompli- 
mentary remarks being made in Shang- 
hai in regard to Mr. Chuangyuan Chang 
Chrien’s ‘action concorning tho task of

PRISON REFORM. 


_ FROM OUB CANTON COMRESPONDENT. 





The native Press of the South’of China 
bas become thoroughly imbued with an 
aggressive spirit in the matter of prison 
reform; It seems to us, however; that the 
obstacles to improvement: and. amolior- 
ation, sre not adequately appreciated. 
Yot they lie directly, across the’ pathwa: 
and must seriously: interforo with any. 
changes for the « prosont, and make 
fandamental changes dificult. From 
the Hongkong: prison the prisoners can 
never. hope to escape, because. of thé 
character of the building. iteolf. Its 
perfect cells, its-strong walls, its koon. 
eyed warders,- make escape impossibl. 
Ttis well known: that Chinese: prisoners 
are kept within - their loathsome. dens| 
by moans of fottors only. Wore the 
manacles and- chains knocked: from-the 
arms and legs of the men; in tho evening, 
and they were shut up: together in the 
usual wards;-it is'extromely. improbabl 
that they would be found therein-on tho 
following morning. Nor, in order’ to 
escape would they nood 'to be ondued 
with the cunning nor- possessed with the 
Jonius of Juok Sheppard. Moreover the 
warders need ‘not follow the morcifal 
course adopted by Im Lo Wong the 
ruler: of the prisons of Hades, who on 
the first; fifteen day -and nights of tho

‘niust take-the premier place. 

If there is to be'radical-prison- reform, 
this will necessitate “the ‘rémoval of tlie 
proscnt: staf of prison’ offiéials, specially 
wardérs: Theyaré' without lieatt, without 
















training, and without moral fibre. Indeed 
from much that one may read, and som 

thing that one may observe, a consider- 
able amount of misery is inflicted on tho 
unhappy prisoners through the unlicensed 
impositions of those, who, at little pay, 
and ‘less fitness, secure the posts of 
warders in the several prisons.. Cating 
little for the, sufferings of others in 
general; aud less for the feelings for the 
hated class of prisoners in particular, but 
much for the squeezes which they can 
fleece from those over whom they rule, 
‘and more for opportunities of promotion, 
their chief recommendation forthe posi- 
tions in whiel tliey aro placed is that, at 
all hazards, they will keop their prisoners 
in Without, apparently, being 
guided-by strict regulations, or supervised 
by competent superiors, they now enjoy 
large ~ powers, which they use to 
further their own ends and fill their own 
pockets. ‘To Femove'ths prosent’ gondra: 
tion of warders, and supply their place 
by officient and humane mon, w 

the necessary prisons provided, séonis at 
present almost a hopeless task. °Truo, 
‘a now set of regulations unflinchingly 
pressed upon the warders, for their, 
guidance, would do something ; but even 
then it is feared that some of. the un- 
authorised barbarities would be con- 
tinued, and ‘consequent misory ox- 
porienced by thoso who are incarcoratod, 

Tho present system of hard Iabour in 
vogue in Hongkong has, apparontly, been 
Roticed by the native officials,—at Joaat 
by those who advocate prison reform, 
and has called forth much commondation, 
‘This systom was initiated, wo bolieve,. by 
the Hon. F. H, May, ©..M.G., when, ho 
hold the post of Captain Superintendent 
of polico in the Colony, It has’ been 
found not only to work well, but also to 
be romunerative., Something of the kind 
has beon suggested as nocossary to tho 
successful conduct of. Chineso prisonors, 
whereby mon may be employed at work 
which sball be financially romunorati 
At present, manacled as they are, some 
of tho prisoners devote their timo ‘to the 
manufacturing of articles of : uso, too 
often, alas, conducted with: the use of 
the opium’ pipe, ‘These are sold aud 
the money shared betwoon the maker 
and the wardors. It would of courso 
be possible to do something along 
theso linos. ‘The calling of criminals 
might be ascortained, and mon.skilled in 
s cortain trade might bo massed together, 
and ‘condemned to hard labour, where: 
upon they would not be entirely depen- 
dont on the Stato for their kéop. 

‘Onthe whole this aspect of prison reforin 
doos'uot presont so many dificuiltion as 
some othérs appoar to offer. ‘The recom- 
merdation that finos should be inflicted 
for minor offences is the last point which 
wo' stall pass under review. It seems 
Utopian in the present condition of 
Chindée society, to allow thioves to escapo 
with~a fine. Many breaches of peaco 
which come into the law courts in Eng- 
land, are offénoes ‘against the person. 
Those, ii China, are generally: sottled 
through the offices of the middloman, 
after a'long flow of circumlocution, over 
a. feast, amidst tho racket of ‘Chin- 
ese crackers. A largo percentage of 
prisoners in Chi it 
Sobers. It would seer 
fore to allow these to get off with the 
iniposition of a fine, which would. be jo 
fally paid by the guild, of which any thief 
was a member, out of the general booty 
that falls’ to the lot of the entire gang- 
Nor would the’ infliction of a fino be a 
satisfactory deterrent, in the preseut cor 
dition of moral'snd, social. progress... Thi 
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ticable. On the whole then prison reform 
bristles with many “difficulties. It can 
only be effected by gradual improvements, 
as we moved along in the West. What 
now should be insisted on is that torture 
should absolutely cease: and the 
unlicensed powers of warders be severely 
curtailed. . These two reforms effected, 
much good would follow.

“fawning, cunning, daring, aspiring, 
ambitious, little people: All these 
epithets are true of some or other of 
them, but they are scarcely -all ‘true of 
all of them generically.

Thus they sit, with teeth 
closed together, and lips closed together, 
the eyes moderately wide open, taking 
in “long: breaths through -the nost 
‘They must be thinking of not thinking.

ity ; barring the anguish of the full cross- 
leg, it sounds as if it would be quite rest- 
ful to a tired soldier. Their priests, who 
at least commend theniselves by ‘their 
appearance, and blood- 
less paleness, no doubt also devote some 
portion of their long leisure to this 
wholesome practice. I have been told 
by Japanese that in districts where 
Buddhism till has most hold, as in 
the provines of ‘Satsuma and the city 
of oshima in the south, it is 
chiefly the women and children who are 
influenced by the teaching of the priest ; 
the tendency of the teaching seems to be 
all in the right direction in the inculeation 
of virtue, Certainly all the sweetness of 
the race is in the women and children, 
and young people. There is in them '& 















gaiety and  light-heartedness, a naiveté 
and -confidingness, which ‘are often 
irresistible. You do not see one 


Japanese in a million who is good-looking 
after maturity, but the russet brown and 
brilliant carmine cheeks of the young 
with their dazzling white teeth, and even 
the wooden or leathery faces of the men, 
crisp and clean as they are, are in 
favourable comparison with the greasy 
yellowness of John Chinaman of the 
proletariat. 

On the whole the Japanese at home in 
every walk of life seem to be a profoundly 
and intrinsically happy people. There 
that in thousands of them; which ot 
should reverence, and which they ther 
selves do reverence, inviolable natural 
goodness, Why are they the cleanest 
people in the world? At home, wo 
have ever with us “ the great unwashed,” 
and we talk of “dirty foreigners,” who 
don’t have their bath. Every man, 
woman, and child in Japan, dows to 
the coolies, has not only a bath every 
day, but the most thoroughly cleansing 
bath. In the public baths, men and 
women bathe together for two sen 
there is a division in the marble for th 
ido, but no partition, yet th 
thought of trifling between the 
sexes. There seems tobe nodirtin all Ja- 
pan, they areso diligent in house-c leaning, 
that they would seem to have realised in 
advance that if a house once gets dirty 
you can never got. it really clean again. 
‘With all their assiduous tooth-washing, 
why with the end of the bendable tortoise- 
shell tooth-brush do they cleanse also the 
roots of the tongue? Is there hygienic 
virtue in this, or is it only of pharisaical 




















usin -many ways, but how much we can 
forgive them for being so supernally 
clean, Glory be to Japan for this, 
more than for fifty captured cities or a 
hundred battles won!

THE PHILOSOPHER 
SHUNCIUS.

‘There is uo greater drudgery possible 
that which faces every student who 
desires to become fairly proficient in the 
Chinese language. There is no written 
language present or’ past that contains 
more trash, more endless repetition, more 
sameness of expression, or more real and 
possible obscurity than the Chinese, 
At the same time, there are beauties of 
diction, subtle distinction, grand imagery, 
true philosophy, and false; high standards 
of life, truths that burn, and“ have 
jtamped their impress on the best there 
‘or has been among the people. There 
are history and biography more ex- 

















tensive and particular than is possessed 
by any other people, poetry of no mean 
order, and allegory abstruse onoegh for 
the most: subtle minds. Heroism and 
deeds of valour of which the nation may. 
justly be proud, ate scattered through 
the pages of Chinese literature; self- 
sacrifice and devotion to duty that call for 
admiration by all true meu; integrity 
as sterling as any nation can show; 
while purity that glitters through the 
ages, probably the more so becauso it was 
so seldom, is also found,—and in fact all 
these true qualities are thrown into the. 
stronger contrast because of the intense 
darkness of the background produced by 
the corrupt surroundings of heathenism. 

But'all this isa sealed book to the new- 
comer, except in #0.far as they have been 
made kuown by such men as Faber, Legge; 
Williams, Edkins, and’a lis: of sinologues 
too wumerous to mention. He must first 
“do the drudgery, aigacoep on at it and that 
for many years. . But there comes a timo 
when he can take up an ordinary book and 
it without the constant use of. the 
iouary for every other word ; when he 
can appreciate the innumerable: illustra- 
tions, and enjoy the vast store of proverbs 
written and spoken, ‘Then’ has come the 
time when drudgery is enlivened and 
lightened by delight, and further research

right principles, the final issue being in a 
form of good government. Thus looked 
at, itis plain that man’s nature is evil, the 
good it shows is artificial. For example: 
the crooked timber must be.steamed and 
put in the pressing frame, then by 
Pressure it may be straightened. A 
blunt tool must be subjected to the whet- 
stone and ground, then it will become 
sharp. Now man’s nature being evil, it 
inust bo subjected to teachors and laws, 
then it is afterwards rectified ; 
obtaining propriety and rectitude, good 
government results. If mon were with- 
out teachers and laws, their condition 
would be one of perversity—dangerous 
to thomsely 
all correct, Being without propriety and 
rectitude, the results would be rebellion 
and .confusion—there would be no pos- 
sibility of government, Therefore the 
holy kings of antiquity reckoned man's 
nature .to be evil. They thought it 
perverse and dangerous, and not at all 
correct, and because it was given to 
producing rebellions and confusion, they 
know there would be no possibility of 
good government. Becauso of theso 
conditions they established propriety aud 
rectitude, put in force laws and rogula- 
tions in order to bend straight, and to 
make bowutiful man’s passions and nature 
and thus rectify them—to train and 
transform these passions and nature, and 
lead thom in such way that all should 
go forth into good government, being 
united in the way of true reason.

EXPERIENCES IN SOUTH CHINA, 































From tag “Cama Matt,” 


In consequence of the information 
published in the “China Mail” a little 
more than a week, ago, concerning some 
tigors-that were terrorising the in- 
habitants of the villago of Kaikumshan, a 
party was formed to rid the inhabitants 
of their unwelcome guests, The party 
consisted of Major Hatch, Lieutenant 
Maclean, and Lieutenant Borton, who 
had with them Mr. Sung Kok-pang and 
four Indians. 

Leaving Canton on Tuesday ‘last at 
3.30 p.m., the village was roachod in 
three hours by launch, and the party 
camped for the night,  Noxt day a plan 
of attack on the tigers was decided upon 
and the shooters stationed themselves 
part of the way up the hill, at a spot it 
was considered the tigers would have to 
pass to come down from their cave, 

Three large tigers were seen to, emerge 
from the cave, but, ‘unfortunately the vil- 
lagers, having ‘heard what was going 
forward, had turned out in large numbers 
and taken up a position on an opposite 
hill, and the tigers seeing, them took 
warning and_made off in another direct- 
ion. 

‘The next day the party wont up to the 
cave but found the tigers missing, and on 
‘Thursday no better luck was met with. 

(On Friday it was thought to attract tho 
animals by tying a live goat up a short 
tance from their lair, but, although 
they surveyed the bait from a distance, 
they evidently suspected that something 
was wrong again and made off without a 
shot having been fred at them, 
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‘The ‘party was compelled to return 
empty-handed, but they are well satisfied 
from what they saw that the stories told 
about the tigers’ doings are not exagger- 
ated.

to. the interim injunction granted by 
H. B. Majesty's Provincial Court at Foo- 
chow on the 16th day of June 1905, 

Mr. H. Browett appeared for tho de- 
fondant, 

Mr. Macleod referred his Lordship to 
the Order in Council under the heading 
Statutory or Other Offences, section 77, 
subsection D, which stated’ that if any 
person, “does any act in relation to the 
Supreme Court or a Provincial Court or 
& matter pending thorein, which, if 
done in relation to the High Court 
in England, would be punishable as a 
contempt of that court, he shall be guilty 
of a grave offence against this Order. 
-;’ and to section 61 (Punishments 
r Offences) which set out that, “If any 
person is guilty of an offence against this 
Order, distinguished as a grave offence 
against this Order, he is liable (I.) ‘fo a 
fine not exceeding £10 without imprison- 
mont; or (II.) To imprisonment not 
exceeding two months, without fine; or 
(IIL) To’imprisonment not exceeding 
one month with a fine not exceeding £5. 
“Imprisonment under this Article is, 
in the discretion of the Court, with or 
avithout hard labour.”

held only one share each. The letters to 
Mr. Freeman set out what defendant had 
dono and not done in tho way of business 
Frooman. Tho tolograms and 
letters referred to specifically by witnoss 
covered all that defendant did in the way 
of conducting the business of Mo: 
Witness did not know whether with the 
aid of the books he could remembor 
other specific instances. Ho had not 
soon the books since the 3ist of July. 

By his Lordship—The statement in 
tho ‘affidavit covered great doal moro 
the nine days between the 20th and 
th of July. Up to the 20th of July, 
defendant practically conducted all the 
business, After the 20th of July witnoss 
did not romeniber to have heard dofen- 
dant tell a clerk to serid duplicatesof any 
documents to clients. Defendant was 
not in the office more than an averago 
of two hours every day betweon the 20th 
and 29th of July. He sat at a desk typo- 
writing most of that time. He saw 
people who came into the office. Ho 
discussed the business of Moss & Co. 
with ‘witness, business which witness 
could not have dealt with alone. After 
the 20th of July no new contracts were 
made, but as defendant had had « good 
deal to do with the;starting of tho contracts 
already made, it was necessary to refer 
to him very often. - Witness handed over 
to Mr. Grant. 

Mr. Ellis intimated that he: desired to 
call the defendant and examine him in

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“Mr."Macleod contended that'defendant

‘The bow of the junk was cut off and stie|The other light was. above, forward, 
swung round, the fluke of the anchor of !suspended between the fore and main 
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masts. The other junks in. the channel 
woro-all nearer shore than witness’s junk. 
In tho collision about ten fect of the junk’s 
bow were cut of. The romainder of the 
junk was entangled with the Ivy and was 
carried by the lutter vessel with her 
up river. The sampan that the junk’s 
erew got into was attached to the junk and 
elonged to it. Witness could uot say 
what it was the foreiguers on the Ivy 
threw at them, as it was dark. He 
thought it was wood. He could not 
point out who threw it, but itwas thrown 
from tho Ivy. It did not hit. witness. 
‘Tho Ivy did not stop at all. She slowed 
down, but the engines of the tow-boats 
were not feversed. ‘The pole of the junk 
in which the fluke of the anchor caught 
was part of the junk ; it was a fender. 

Re-examinad—The Customs berthing 
officer never visited the juuks at night. 

J. A. Olsen,. berthing olicer, I. M. 

+ Customs, said he kad been a berthing 
officer at Shanghai for about six years. 
AMfter receiving the report from Mr. Sam- 
ples, about the lyy bringing up a junk he 
hoard nothing further-on tho Sth of July 
until 10 a,m,, when he was told by some 
Chinese that the jank had gono adrift 
and sunk. Hoe wont on boar’ the Ivy 
and was told by the chiof officer that 
while they wore having breakfast tho 
junk had got looso and gone adrift 
before they could prevent hor, This had 
happened ‘about 9 a.m. junk had 
sunk opposite Chavgkuhpang Wharf, 
about a quarter of a mile away frum the 
Ivy. She sauk where there was ab ut 
50 Feet of water at low tide, ‘The berthivg 
olticers did not berth Chinese junks, but 
when they found them in the fairway’ thoy 
told them to shift up. ‘The Chinese junks 
usually kuew where to berth safely.” ‘The 
berthing officers were not on duty in the 
night time—not the harbour berthing 
ollicers. ‘Their hours ranged between 6 
a.m, and sunset, 

Crows-examined—As « rule the laodahs 
of Chinese junks knew where to berth, 
but sometimes the Custoras oticials had 
to move them, 

Re-oxamined—On the Sth of July it 
would be high water at Woosuny ‘at 1.50 
a.m, and at Shanghai the boats would 

_ begin to swing round with the ebb tide 
about 4 a.m, ‘They would swing round 
moro than an hour sooner at Woosung. 
When witness visited the pluco where the 
junk had sunk, he saw that a sampan was 
made fast to the junk. It was» sampan of 
a Chineso dragging company and did not 
belong to the junk. 

‘Tho next witnoss called. by Mr. 
Ohlinger was Mino Liu-sun, also part 
owner of the junk Kingsluntai, who 
corroborated tho ovidence of his partner 
Qung Ah-she, after which the hearing 
was adjourned until 3 p.m. 

Tn the afternoon, 

Alaodah gave evidence that he was in 
his junk at Woosung-on the sth of July. 
Tie pointed ‘out to the Court ona chart 
where his junk was anchored. His junk 
was struck on that night by a foreign sailing, 
vessel, and another junk, which came iu 
during the night and was in front of his,was 
also struck, Witness heard the noise of the 
collision with the ether junk. It was 
about 9 o'clock in the moraing and it 

too dark to see what happened to 

other junk. He did not know the name 
of the'ship that ran into him. 



































Cross-examined — Witness had his 
light burning and the junk was out 
of the usual channel for vessels, near tho 
shore. Witness was closer to the shore 
thin the other junk, and he had been 
anchorod there several days. ‘I'he lights 
on witness's junk could be seen for seven 
or eight li, 
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By the Court—Witness’ junk was 120 
or 140 ft. from the shore and the other 
junk about 150 feat away. 

Chon Pao-sung, head of the firm of 
Kah Foh in Shanghai was notified 
that some cargo was coming to Shanghai 
from Ningpo by the junk that was sunk. 
He had received the bills for the goods 
—medicine. soda, and joss paper. Wit 
ness had not received any of the cargo 
shipped to him by this jauk. 

Cross-examived—If the letter stated 
that there were fifty more cases of goods 
on the junk than was stated he would 
come into Court and say those goods were 
on the junk without any further proof. 

By the Court—He had the notific: 
tion of what cargo was on the junk be- 
fore the accident occurred. 

Sung Ming-tuk said he was a medi- 
cine dealer; his firm’s head office was 
at Tungchou, while they had a business 
atNingpo. He had goods to the value of 
$1,680 on the junk that was sunk, and 
he had received the bill for the same, 
but not the goods, 

Cross-examined—Witness saw the 
goods at the storeat Ningpo. He was to 
pay on delivery. He would swear that 
the cargo he sawat Ningpo was sunk 
with this jank. 

‘Tsai Tso-hi, agent at Ningpo of Lu Fan- 
shang, who has a sundry goods bu: 
ness at Yangchow produced three 
bills of the goods, value $1,475 that 
ho shipped by the junk. If the goods 
were lost witness’s firm had to bear the 
loss. 

Cross examined—Witness saw his cargo, 
which was joss-paper, earried on board 
the junk by his eoolies. 

By the Court—The goods were noc 
insured. It was not customary to insure 
goods shipped in a juuk. 

Tung Fung gave evidence of 
185 packages of paper by th: 
Ningpo. 

Mr, Brooks then opened his case, He 
said it was very dificult to deny the 
valuo of the alloged cargo on this junk 
and the defendants had sot forth in 
their answer that they had no in- 
formation on that point and would 
leave it tho plaintiffs to prove it. It wi 
a matter for the Court to say whether 
it had been proved. He would not dwell 
on the question of the cargo as he would 
contend that his clients were not liable 
to any extent for the damago to theso 
people. Ho submitted that he would call 
such evidenceas would convince the Court 
that it was not any fault of the defend- 
ants that the accident occurred. The 
issue seemed very plain. Tho plaintifis 
alleged that the sinking of the juvk was 
entirely due to the lvy, aud it was for them 
to prove it, but if the defendants could 
prove thatthe junk was not at the proper 
place of anchorage for junks, did not 
have its lights burning brightly, in fact 
did not have any lights at all and was 
avchored in the fairway, then the Court 
would decide that the detendants were 
not in any way at fault and that the 
plaintiffs would have to bear their losses 
themselves. Counsel had evidence of 
gentlomon who had no iuterest in this 
matter, who would say that’ this junk 
had absolutely no lights whatever and 
they would testify that this junk was 
lyig right in the fairway; that she was 
right across the channel in the regular 
course, which ships would pursue in 
coming up to Shanghai. 
went out to the Ivy the fairway was 
clear, and it was testified that this junk 
came in afterwards. 

‘The master of the vy, Captaip Stetson, 
ssid he had been captain Tor ive years.

‘He had been master of a ship for 24 
years. He went down to his ship with 
the tug Victoria between 9 to 10 a.m, 
and they had also the tug Fuble. ‘There 
was a very clear channel at the time, 
and witness remarked on it. Wituoss 
took pilots down to his ship with 
him, When they came up at four or five 
knots’ speed they were in the fairway ; 
his ship could not go where the laodah 
marked the juuk was, ‘The junk was 
in the fairway, ana if they had uny lights 
on it witness would have been bound to 
see them. A good look-out was kept. 
After the collision witness did not throw 
anything at the junk or see anyone do #0. 
‘The sails of the junk were up at the time 
of the collision and witness had to send 
hands down to lower the sails. As far as 
witness could see the junk people made 
no effort to save her and loft her as soon 
as they could. Without doubt if they 
had remained on thejunk the cargo would 
have been saved. ‘The junk was 
towed up the river, but after they had 
arrived at the anckurage the line she was 
fastened to the ship with parted, she 
drifted, away wnd sank, Witness had no 
boat lowored at the time and there was‘no 
bout within call. 

Cross-esamined—The Ivy was in charge 
of the pilot, but witness too was “very 
much on duty.” ‘The Ivy stopped for half 
an hour after the cullision. ‘The order to 
stop the engins of the tags was given be- 
fore the impact, Witness had the jauk 
fastened to the Ivy by two six-inch lines 
and she drifted because the lines partea. 
owing to the weight of water in her and 
the tide. She broke away about 8 a.m, 

G. B. Rea, lic-nsed pilot, said he left 

i about 930 p.m, on the night in 
tion tu yo to the Ivy. When bringing 

ip up the river they encountered a 
. in the middle of the fairway, with 
out fights. ‘There was another junk mak- 
ing towards the shore. She struck on the 
stirboatt side, bus only stightly, ‘The 
ollur juck was right on witness before 
he saw ic in mid channel. — Witn-ss 
stopped the Ivy and put on stern way. 
The junk was connected with the Ivy, 
and witness could not understand thon 
what held her, ‘The junk pooplo loft 
hor in theic sampan. Witnoss could not 
sve his way, because of tho suils of tho 
junk and mon wore sent down to lower 
them. Witness emphatically declared 
that the junk would have boon saved 
if her crew had reraained on her. 

Cross-examined— Witness swore the 

junk had no lights. Ono of her crow 
‘climbed on to the Ivy. Witness went on 
board the junk at Tungkadoo and she 
was dry so far as they could soe. They 
could only see bundles of paper, and she 
was fll of eango. 
Captain Anderson of the tug Victoria 
id when they wont ont to the Ivy the 
channel was perfectly clear. When they 
returned they came apon the junk right 
in the middle of the fairway. She had 
no lights, but her sails were up. 

Cross-xamined.—The engines of tho 
tng were stopped two minutes before the 
collision. ‘Tho junk was on the port 
bow, but she fouled tho Ivy's starboard 
anchor. 

Captain Androws of tho tug Fubleo, 
corroborated as to tho position of the 
junk and to its having no lights. 

Cross-examined—Witness was afraid 
the junk would carry away and run into 
him, so he put fenders out 

Apprentice pilots F. Raffan and A, H, 
Best corroborated. 

This concluded the evidence. 

His Honour asked for Capt. Rea’s 
oficial report to the Harbour Master, 
and he usked Captain Rea some questions 












































on it. Witness reported that the junk 
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was under way. He came to the con- 
vlusion that this was so because her sails 
wore up, but it was not kuown however, 
whether this was so. 

‘Mr. Brooks and Mr. Oblinger then 
summed up their cases. 

His Honour announced that judgment 
would besgiven at 10 a.m. on Tuesday.

In this ewe, in which the plaintifts 
brought suit to reewver compensation for 
damage to a junk and cargo, injured 
in a collision with the s, v. Ivy, His 
Honour delivered judgment, 

Mr. G. A. Oblinger appeared for the 
plaintiff md Mr. F. M, Brooks for the 
defence. 

‘Tho judgmént read as follows : 

In the libel of Zang Ab-she, of Ningpo, 
master of the Chinese junk Kingshuntai, 
on bebalf of himself and others as 
owners, and for certain cargo owners, 
aginst the American sailing vessel Ivy, it 

. appears from the weight of evidence that 
the collision between the vessels was exused 
by the fault or negligence of the King- 
shuntai, by dropping anchor in the fairway 
of the Huangpu River and riding there 
without lights, thus inviting disaster, which 
soon occurred, ‘There is good reason to 
believe that ‘the abandonment of the 
Kingshuntai by her crow, immediately after 
the collision, was the result of panic and 
the natural conclusion that after the impact 
of such a largo vessel as the Ivy the junk 
could not floxt. Evidence was given by 
the luodah of the junk and by members of 
his crew that they were not allowed to 
board the Ivy. Credit is given to this 
testimony, since it was nut disproved by 
tthe pilot in charge or the officers of the 
Ivy, and because it is probable that the 
Chinese crew of the Ivy. took that method 
of resenting the collision. Under these 
circumstances it cannot be claimed that the 
abandonment of the junk was improper, 
While the Kingshuntai was at fault in the 
collision, even if she was at anchor, the 
view that the responsibility of the Ivy 
ceased thereby cannot be taken. ‘The 
evidence shows that the junk, by fouling 
an anchor-fluke, was held to the Ivy and 
that after some lashing had been 
effecte 1 she was carried up river to the 
Derth selected off Shanghai. ‘The collision, 
according to all witnesses, occurred shortly 
after two o'clock in the morning of a clear 
but dark night. Shanghai was reached 
during the daylight hours, and then after 
the tugs which had brought the Ivy up had 
cast off, a cursory examination of the junk 
was inde by the pilot and the berihiog 
muster, who roported her dry but admitted 
that .they did not examine her hold, 
although it could be seen that her how had 
been sheared off to below the water-line. 
Anew six-inch coir line was attached to 
the junk fore and aft, but there must have 
boen some doubt as to the safety of the 
attachment, or the pilot would not have 
instructed them again to make the junk 
well fust. ‘These witnesses testified to tho 
junk being full of cargo, which appeared 
to be psper of various kinds. Shortly after 
the pilot left, the junk brake loose from the 
ship and, drifting down stream, savk in deep 
water, the vessel and caro being therefore 
almost a total Joss, as only a little rigging 
was saved. ‘There is no evidence to show 
that the master of the Ivy, nor one of his 
ofiicers or crew, paid any attention to the 
junk until she as reported sinking and 
breaking away. That the ordinary pre- 
caution of beaching a vessel so injured 
could have been taken as soon as the Ivy 
reached her anchorage berth is apparent ; 
that by 50 doing the vessel and eargo co 
have been saved is equally so. Even if i 
was too much trouble to do that, or any 
other thing to ensure safety, a careful 
examination of the damage would have 
disclosed some such necessity as salv- 
ing thecargo, The suchor of the King- 






































shunt was in the cable of the 
Ivy, and her Joss under all circumstances 
was distinctly through fault and negli- 
gence on the part of tho Ivy. Each 
vessel being at fault—the one for colli 
sion and the other for the loss of the 
vessel and cargo—the judgment is that 
each shall bear one-half of the loss of 
vessel aud cargo, and each side shall bear 
its own costs. It being from the eviderice 
impossible accurately to determine the 
value of the Kingshuntai and her cargo, 
the Court will appoint a registrar to re- 
port upon the damages as soon as possi- 
blo, the costs of such reference to be borne 
by the parties equally. In tho mean: 
while the Ivy will remain in charge of 
the United States Marshal, pending such 
farther proceedings against her as may 
be ordered. 

His Honour said the evidence of the 

damage was all given by interested parties 
and was somewhat conflicting. The Qourt 
had made uumerous enquiries, but could 
ob get satisfactory estimates as Lo the 
value of the eargo. A registrar would be 
appointed to ascertain the damage without 
lay.

Mr. Oblinger called ‘Ta Zang-tai, who 
said he way « shipbuilder at Woosung xnd 
gave evidence as to the extent of his 
business and as to his experience. A junk 
like the Kingshuntai would cost $2, 
new and might b» bought second-hand 
for $1,800. If kept in constant repair it 
would’ last from 89 t» 100 years, and if 
not repaired would last for 50° yeats. He 
saw the Kingshuntai a year ag» and in his 
opinion she was then worth $2,000. In 
one year the depreciation for ‘ordinary 
wear and tear would be about $309. Junks 
could be built at Nngpo from 3 to 4 per 
cent more cheaply than at Shanghai 

Zang Ah she, part owner of the King- 
shuntai, next gave evidence, He said 
the junk was bought now more than 
four years ago. The ship alone cost 
$1,200, and with tackle and extras 
the cost came to $1,800. From 
the time of loading at Ningpo, no cargo 
was removed so far as he knew. Tho 
receipts, produced were the Customs’ 
receipts. aud Customs examination was 
made both at Ningpo and Chinghai. The 
junk was worth from $1,600 at the least,

The other two men got away to Manila and 
wore followed there by the detective, The 
detective returned to Shanghai, and though 
he had a warrant, did not ‘attest For- 
imndez. Fernandez was formerly . em- 
ployed as bartender at the Califor- 
hia and was concorned Jatoly in an 
(fray there in which a man was badly 
struck with « bottle, 
but as the injured man would not prosy- 
cute, Fernandez was not then arrested. 

Lomtz said ho was an able seaman ont 
board the s.v. Mahawali, which arrived 
hore a week last Friday from ‘Tacoma and 
was now lying at the Cosmopolitan Dock. 
His parents wero Swedes, but ho was 
born in Pennsylvania, Ho was drunk 
the previous night, but did not remember 
having touched a bicycle, 

Fernandez said he was born in Hono; 
lulu, of French parents, and had bgon in 
Shanghai 15 or 16 months. Ho was 
employed in the Astor bar. Ho had nevor 
been arrested before. Ho was formerly 
employed at tho Uulifornia Hotel bar. He 
had several times tried to got ship home, 
He was a printer by trade and not a sailor. 
He did not remember assaulting the come 
plainant or touching his bicycle, 

His Honour ordered Lomitz to pay a fino

Mr. Holeomb did not 
say at that timo that he was representing 
Mr. King Chun-kee. ‘the next day 
witness wrote a lotter to a newspaper, in 
which ho statod that Mr. Holcomb had 
told him that he believed King Chun-kee 
was at the bottom of this. Mr. Hol- 
comb then called wituoss up and wanted 
to know— 

Mr. Holcomb—May it please tho Co 
Tsay that that statement if I had mad 
and I dony it © my te 
mony with regard to it at the proper 
time—has nothing todo with this case 
whatevor, and therefore I say that testi 
mony onglit, not to have been h 
this caso, and I object to it. My testimony 
in tho matter can be hoard at the proper 
itmo. 

‘Pho Assessor. 
witness may pe: 

Mr. Holeomb—I object to that ruling, 
and will you pleaso make a note of it? 

Witness, continuing, said that Me, 
Holcomb told him ho had mado that 
statement to him in coufideues, and 

ness had no knowledge of his repre. 
nting King Chun-keo. ‘fo establish 
damages witness desired to submit a lot- 
ter from his brother containing an 
account of money expended in Loudon 
on account of the Gardons. 

Mr. Holcomb—I object to the pro- 
duction of this letter. 

Tho Assessor to witness—You may 
offor testimony in regard to it. 

Witness said his brothor wrote to him 
to say that he was arranging for the pur- 
chase of a monagorie for £2,000. 

Mr. Holcomb—I object. 

‘Tho Magistrato was understood to say 
that ho wanted to hear of damages sus- 
tained in Shanghai aud that he should 
not consider these outside arrangements. 
He wanted evidenco of the falling off 
of the receipts. 

Mr. Brooks to witness—What have you 
expended in respect to the Chang Su Ho 
Gardens ? 

‘The Assessor—The Magistrate says he 
will take into account the decreaso in 
the receipts aud no evidence with regard 
to the expenditure, 

Mr. Brooks to witness—Why did you 
give up these Gardens ? 

Witness—I gave up the Gardens 
because U had invested a large amount 
of money, and Mr. King Chun-keo in- 
stituted this boycott. It was in con- 
‘soquouco of the acts of Me. King Chun- 
+ kee. 























© Magistrate says the 
cod. 
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Mr, Brooks—Were you damaged, and 
how much ? 

Witness I was damagod to the extent 
of about Tis. 50,000. Beside the falling 
off in the attendance there was the money 
expended in London and expenditure in 
other places. 

The Magistrate—I do uot. want to 
know about this expenditure in othor 
places. 

Mr. Brooks—If the Magistrate will take 
Mr. Mvoser’s word without proof it will 
shorten the case. I am not in the habit 
of stating facts and not proving them, and 
Twas going to prove the losses my client 
has sustained in detail. 

Witness said the intention was to form a 
stock company whereby the veudors would 
get ‘Tis. 50,000. 

Mr. Holcomb—He has no right to sue 
for prospective profits and therefore in 
any Court caunot give evidence with 
regard to them. 

Witness said the damages le sued for were 
with respect to money spent in Japan in 
the Gardens, and in providing attractions. 
He had had to cable to his brother 
through the International Bank to stop 
making the arrangemonts. He was going 
to show to the Court that the amount of 
damage was very much m excess of the 
amonnt which he was claiming in that 
Court. 

In reply to the Mugistrate witness said 
tho figures he had mentioned as tho 
takings feom the 10th to 18th of August 
included the geishas, acrobats, wrestlers, 
&, The total for the ton days after the 
acts of the defendant was $893, having 
fillen from over $6,000 the previous ten 
days. 

‘The Magistrate askel for a detailed 
statement and witness undertook to pro- 
vide it at the next sitting. In reply to 
Mr. Sun, witness said there used to be 
alarge number of Chinese take tea, but 
now there were practicnlly none. At the 
commencement ofthe theatricals there were 
more + hinese patrons than foreigners, woW 
the reverse was the c1se. 

‘Tho Court then adjonraed until Tuesday 
next at 2.30 p.m., whon the plaintiff will

Mr. F. M. Brooks appoared for the 
plaintiff in this adjourned caso arising 
out of the boycott, and Mr. C. R. Hol- 
comb for the defendant. Mr. G. D. 
Musso announced that he had been re- 
tained to assist in the defence. 

Mr. Brooks stated that at the last 
sitting the Magistrate asked for copies of 
tho detailed statements in the books of 
tho takings during the first ton days in 
August, and from the 1th to 18th of 
‘August. These statements he now handed 
in, 

‘The statements were translated to the 
Chinese waiters, but not to the foreign 
reporters. 

Mr. Brooks said this would close 
his caso unless the Court wished any- 
thing gone into more fully. ‘They had 
submitted the accounts to show damage, 
and there he would leave. his case. 

‘The Assessor .nformed Mr. Holcomb 
that he might proceed with his case. 

Mr. Holcomb said he wished to cross- 
oxamine Mr, Mooser. Replying to Mr. 
Holcomb the plaintiff said his half share 
was in the loase and not in the absolute 
partnorship of the Gardens. He, too, had 
a half interest in the offects of tho Chang 
Su Ho Gardens. Ho presumed, from his 
brother’s letters, that he had_persoually 
expended Tis. 19,000 on the Gardens. 

‘Mr. Holeomb—Don't presume, and 
nover mind about your brother’s lottors. 
Have you expended, as an absolute fact, 
‘Tis. 15,000 on these Gardens ?—Witness. 
—No. 

Is it not a fact that in the purchaso 
of these Gardens you were to pay Tis. 
15,000 out of the earnings of the Gar- 
dons as payment to Mr. Evans ?—No. 

Witness continued that he did not 
still have a half interest in the lease of 
the Gardens. He had not paid Mr. 
Evans anything for tho half Jexse in the 
Gardens, but was to have delivered to 
him one-half of the 
sharos, which wore to be sold for Tis. 
50,000. Witnoss had the Chinese who 
would buy theso shares until this affair 
occurred. The contract stipulated that 
witnoss was to furnish management free. 
‘Ho went to Japan twice, expended abou 
Yon 6,000, and brought over poople to the 
Gardens. 

Mr. Holcomb pointed ont that tho

Witness—I paid nothing for the half 
interest in the Chang Su Ho Gardens 
because they were not paying, but Tis. 
46,000 were put into the Gardens. 

:Answering questions by Mr. Holeomb 
as to how he put money into the concern, 
witness said that he spent Yen 6,000 in

Japan. This was in travolling expenses 
while sceuring pooplo, and in payments 
in advance to these people. Yon 1,500 
for ront. Witness had not got an 
jitomised account of tho expenses. Yen 
4,500 was paid in Japan in order to get 
passports, and as incidental expenses, 
Zt went in cumshas. 

‘Mr. Holeomb—How much was paid as 
cumsha ?—I decline to answer. 1t was a 
strictly confidential transaction. 

Mr. Holcomb—I ask for the whole of 
the witness's testimony to b& crossed-out 
decause he will not answer this question. 
The Court has aright to know how he 
has spent this money, and the Court can 
then determine whether the money has 
been properly spent and can be made as a 
proper charge. If part of the money has 
been spentas cumsha no Court in the world 
would recognise that as legitimate expense 
as it would be purely ap illegal transac- 
tion to pay cumshas to gat passports. I 
ask the Court to rule Mr. Mooser’s efid- 
‘ence out, 

Mr. Brooks—Mr. Mooser will go into 
every dotail. I know something about 
cumshas; I have been in this country a 
little while and I know yon cannot got 
much done without cumshas. (To wit- 
ness).) You got a man to get out the 
papers and you gavo him some money? 
He did everything for you? 

Witness—Yes. if 

‘The Magistrate—To obtain passports, 
it is not necessary to bribe people. * 

Mr. Holcomb—Of course and I say 
these cumshas cannot be charged to us; 
money spent in bribery in Japan. 

The Assessor afer. consulting with 
the Magistrate said). If the plaintiff can 
not explain how the cumsha was paid the 
Court will not ascept this item. 

Witness.—The money was spent in 
order to facilitate the bringing of the 
people to China. ‘They told mo it was 
hecessary to get passports and I told a 
man if he would take this on his shoulders 
and bring these people over I would pay 
him this money. ‘They had to have some 
money to leave Japan. 

Mr. Holeomb—You know that ?—I do 
not know. I koow they have, to go to 
London, 

Did you try to get a passport yourself ? 
—No did not. I got one for London 
‘ouce, 

Asked with regard to the remainder of 
the money under this item of Yen 6,000 
witness said that he counted a ‘certain 
amount” in the expenses for less he had 
sustained in his business in Shanghai, by 
going to Japan. Probubly he reckoned it 
at Tis, 1,000, or Tis. 1,507. He certainly 
left a protitable business here in order to 
go toJapan and arrange what he wanted 
&s no one else could properly do it for hi 
He went into the Chang Su Ho Gardens 
as a business enterprise. 

Mr, Holeomb—No one forced you into 
it?—Not to the best of my knowledge. 

‘Phare are some other insurance com- 

nies here beside the China Mutual 

nsurance Co. which you left to go to 
Japin?—I have heard about one or two. 

‘There are some rivals ?—I have heard of 
one.or two other companies, but there 
are no rivals. 

Do you consider that—an answer 
made up of pride and egotism—a propor 

ive in reply to a question in this 
is a matter of opinion. 

Mr. Holeomb—As I thought. 

Witness, continuing, said his total 
losses amounted to Tis. 50,000 but ho 


























was only suing for Tis. 20,000 becauso |: 


that was the amount he expected to got. 
He put down the amount he thought 
would remunerate him for the sum ho 
had lost. He expected the Court would 
render a decision for about Tis, 20,000. 





Witness said he did not got ‘anything for 


his half intorestin tho Gardons when ho 
loft; ho gavo it away. » Ho was pro- 
mised that all obligations should bo takon 
from him and any debts that had boon 
incurred; Mr. Evans would take over 
the lease. Witness never offered to soll 
the Gardens ‘to a foreigner, and he had 
never meva Mr. Perdono. He inado over 
his interest in the Gardens to Mr. A. Mv 
A. Evans who promised to pay “ certain”, 
sums” and any bills tht should be sent: in 
“as per statement Iaave to the Press.” 
Mr. Evans promised. to pay back a certain 
portion of the rent,—one half. Mr. Bevan, 
the present manager of the Gardens, was 
working, under the direction of Mr. Ross, 
for the China Mutual Life Insurance Co. 
He came to Shanghai ab witness's invita- 
tion, and his position at the Gardens was 
manager to Mr. Evans. It was nut a fact 
that Mr. Bevan was representing witness's 
interest iu the Chung Su Ho Gardeus, The 
Gardens while under witnoss’s manage- 
ment were an entire succe.5 until King 
Chun-kee, made his appearance, Witness 
had a limited experience” of the 
theatrical and circus business. His failuro 
might have been due to his inexperience 
if it had not been that the evidence had 
proved that Mr. King Chun-keo had in- 
jured the business. 

Mr," Holeomb objected to the witness 
making statements to the Court, but the 
Assessor pointed out that there were many 
questions which could not be answered by 
“Yes” or “No.” 

Mr, Holcomb to witness—Did you not 
say just now chat the Gardens did not pay 
lecause of your inexperience? * 

Witness (emphatically)—I did not, 

‘The Assessor—I wish to state the Court 
will take coguisanca of any variation of tho 
replies of the witness. Plewse procood. 

Continuing the plaintiff asserted that tlie 
losses he had sustained were through tho 
netion of King Chun-kee and not due to 
his inexperience. ‘Cho defendint was 
using the boycott: as a cloak to cover his 
actions with regard to anothor enterprise, 
and to prevent people from going to tho 
Chang Su Ho Gardens. Witness had heard 
that the defendant was not interested in 
the other Garden, but he had told soversl 
people that it was his. Defendant said “I 
can do anything that Mooser can do.” 

‘The Magistrate romarked that he did 
not hear any statemont given by a witness 
that the defendant had.a sharo in tho 
business of tho other Garden. 

Witness said it was not on account of 
the boycott that he left the Gardens but it 
was because of the acts of King’ Chun- 
kee. Ho did not claim that solely 
Decauso of the waiters and boys leaving 
ho lost his business; that was only ouo 
of the reasons...

Mr. Holeomb—The petition _ says 
‘cphat_ on or about the 7th, day’ of 
August 1403, the defondant wickedly and 
inaliciously and with the intent to i 
plaintin’s” business, entered plainuitl’s 
premises and conspired with various per- 
sons, whose yames are unknown to 
plaintiff, and thereby induced and en- 
couraged plaintiff's waiters and employees 
to quit plaintif’s emoloy, claiming among” 
other things that plaintiff wasan American 
citizen and the sad enterprises carried on ~ 
by plaintiff should be boycotted, and by 
reasoa of the promises and acts of defen- 
dant as set forth hereia, plaintiff has 
saffered damages to the’ sum of ‘Ts. 
20,003." Now, Mr. Mopar, you have given 
the reason in your petition for claiming 
damages. Is that the true rexson ? 

Witness—On account of certain acts, and 
that is one of the acts. 

+ Mr. Holeomb—But the potition says 
«py reason of tho promises and acts of 
the defendant as set forth herein,” 
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Witness—That is cortainly one of the 
roasons but it is not ono of the most 
important. 

Mr. Holeomb—You have not pleaded 
any other act? 

Witness—I have not, but the wit- 
nesses have mentioned others. 


Mr. Brooks said he objected to thi 
ino of testimony. ‘The petition claimed 
very fully, and set forth plainly “ many 
other things.” It was set ont in English 
and Chinese. Ho submitted this was an 
attompt to entangle the witness, Other 
witnesses had gone on and told what the 
dofondant did, 

Mr. Holcomb replied 
“many other things” the petition 
snid it was because plaintiff was an 
American and should be boycotted. 
Now the Court hid ruled that the ques- 
tion of the boycott would not be tried 
there. 

The’Assessor, after a consultation with 
the Magistrate, said the Court reserved the 
right to itself to determine whether the 
case was based on the boycott. ‘There 
were other points and the case must be 
proceeded with so that the Court might 
determine whether it was based on these 
fats. 

‘Mr. Boleomb said ho quite understood 
the Court’s position, but ic was alleged in 
iou that. the defendant induced 
plaintiff's sorvants to leave, and that 
“among other things” he had said that 
Mr. Moosor was an American nd the place 
must be beycotted.

Continuing the cross-examination, Mr. 
Holcomb elicited the fact that. when the 
waiters left they were replnced, and that 
it was true thirty days’ notice ‘had heon 
given of their leaving, and that if he chose 
the plaintiff was given the opportunity to 
get rid of them before the expiration of 
that time. ‘The letter tendering the re- 
signations was received on the 10th of 
August, but the men began telling people 
that the place should” be shunned so 
witness got rid of them as soon as 
posible as he told them he should’ do. 
Witness did uot bring an action 
against these men for trying to get 
tho place boycotted, but he brought 
against the min who was at the bottom of 
. ‘he waiters were replaced by men 
who wore very bad at the work. 

Witness informed Mr. Holcomb: “ You 
said to me yourself that Mr. King Chun- 
Kee was at the bottom of it.” 


Mr. Holeomb—I protest against the 
witness giving hearsay evidence, 














Witness, continuing said it was solely on 
account of the ( hinese staying away trom 
the Gardens that he had sustained this 
los. He did not know auy particular 
party who remained away because of what 
the defendant had said. ” The prices of ad- 
mission to the acrona’s’ tent were $1. 75 
cents, aud 50 cents, and the msjority of the 
visitors were Chinese. It was nota fact 
that there was a limited number of Chinese 
in Shinghai who could afford to pry St for 
4 show, wituess’s expérienco Leing that 
there were many Chinese who could afford 
to pay §% or more. When they had a 
circus in Shanghai, before the door was 
opened there were 5U0 Chinese outside. 
‘The majority of the people who went vo 
see the acrobats were Chinese and inthis 
dogartment during the first ten days of 
August $758 were taker. ‘The Chinese 
liked the ucrobats better than any show 
on the ground. ‘Tho geisha show also 


| 
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attracted a majority of Chinese; the 
foreigners never visited it in large numbers 
except on the nights of the 9th and 10th of 
August when the wrestling competition was 
held between the Sandow pupil and 
the Japanese. On the Ist of August, 
$364.50 was taken at the Geisha show, 
on the 4th it was only $04. Witness 
accounted for the falling off by the fact 
that the Ist of Angust was the opening 
day and there were a larger number of 
foreigners than usually was the case; 
afterwards the higher-priced tickets fell 
off.” Another reason was that there wore 
fireworks on that night. It was not a 
fact that Sandow had to close up his 
season because of the bad business he 
was doing ; he closed because of the heat. 
At that time witness was doing good 
business. Witness was cross-examined 
with a view to show that the Bandmann 
Company, and other attractions affected 
i sss, but witness held to the st: 
ment that his receipts fell off after King 
Chun-keo had circulated certain reports. 
Under the circumstances witness consider- 
ed the statement that he wasan -merican, 
was malicious, He did consider it a wicked 
statement to he called an Americin, seeing 
the class of some of the Americans here 
‘The two nights cf the Sandow wrestling 
competitions were the nights when the 
Gardens were most frequented by foreigners. 
‘There was great dissatisfaction expressed 
at the second wrestling competition, but 
there was never a large number of Chinese 
at the wrestling. After the 10th of August 
they had to give the firework displays free 
because of the falling off in the attendance. 
‘The shows were all right, the newspapers 
and everybody said so, and it was not 
because of a poor show that the attendance 
fell off but on account of the acts of the 
defendant, The wresting fiasco certain- 
ly had nothing to do with the falling 
off. ‘The wrestling business was 
turned over to Mr. Sandow at a 
certain percentage. Witness _ received 
30 per cent, Mr. Sandow 40 por 
cont, and 30 per cent went to tho wrest- 
lers on these two nights. Witness got 
‘$674 for the two nights. The statements 
ho had handed in to the Court only show- 
ed receipts and not profits in any de- 
partment. There woro never any foreign- 
ers to spoak of at the Gardens. They 
had been able to pay for nearly evory- 
thing they had put up at the Gardens 
out of the profits of the concern, ‘The 
loss claimed was an approximate 
amount. ‘The bet of $1,000 that witness 
avnounced on the first night he 
had made with Mr. Sandow was a 
personal bet and he did it to show 
his confidence in the Japanese wrestlers. 
It was not done altogether for advertising 
purposes. He did make the bet, but it 
Was never paid as the match was ‘a draw. 
Witnoss did consider the wrestling « 
fiasco, as is turned out, but it certainly had 
nothing to do with the falling off of the 
Chinese attendance. Asked how long it 
wonld take to make the $50,000 which 
witness claimed as lost, he replied “As 
long as it would take to’ organise a stock 
company and sell the shares.” ‘Then they 
wonld also make ‘is. 15,000 ot Tis. 
20,000 a year ont of the Gardens. ‘This 
would be out of the profits of the company 
as the vendors would hold a large umber 
of shares, 

‘The case was then adjourned on the 
application of Mr. Holcomb, witness being 
ordered to produce at the next sitting of 
the Court the books and vouchers of the 
ameunts he had spent on these Gardens 
since the time his connection with them 
was commenced, together with the con- 
tracts that he had made with people to be 
employed there.

THE SHANGPU AND 
THE BOYCOTT. 


Ist September. 

"THE full exposure which we were 
able to make in these columns of the 
manner in which Mr. Chang Chien, 
the delegate of the Shangpu at 
Peking, proposed to settle the Boy- 
cott, has had its effect, and that 
gentleman has very much modified 
his scheme, which is still, however, 
one that the Chinese Government 
must be made to disavow, for it is 
still more evident that its real object 
is to introduce a new form of inland 
taxation on the foreign import trade. 
Mr. Chang has had another meeting 
with some of the more important 
piece-goods .dealers, at which be 
stated that he withdraws his demand 
for Tis. 200,000, but adde! that 
all his telegrams and expenses in 
connection with this matter, and 
with the regulation of the boycott in 
the fature, will have to be defrayed 
by-a levy on the piece-goods mer- 
chants, ‘As to the fines amounting 
to, Tis, 4,000 already inflicted (but 
mot paid), he will look into the 
question, and if he finds that the 
irregularities on whose account they 
‘were levied were unintentional, they 
amay be remitted. He now proposes 
to appoint four honorary directors to 
‘supervise the working of the boycott, 
‘two of them to be merchants and 
‘two students. It will be their duty 
‘to examine all the contracts alleged 
4o have been made before the 20th 
‘of July last; subsequently an_ office 
will be established, in the Chinese 
Chamber of Commerce, where per- 
mits will be granted enabling the 
holder to take delivery against the 
permissible contracts, IF cargo is 
taken delivery without one of these 
permits, the exact form of which has 
yet to b+ determined, “the culprit 
Will-be linble toa fine, the cargo may 
beheld as security for the payment 
of this fine, which may even amount 
to the confiscation. of the cargo. The 
prohibition to Chinese’ to purchase, 
not merely from Americans, but from 
foreigners of -any nationality, any 
American goods imported after the 
20th of July last is maintained, and 
will be strictly enforced. If any 


- dealer decline to- send :to: the new 


Boyeott office a list of his cargo pur- 
chased before the 20th of July, it will 





all be regarded as having been 
Bought since that date. 

This is obviously an offvial scheme 
for levying taxation on, and esta- 
blishing a control over, the trade of 
the port which must be resisted at 
all hazards. The opening it leaves 
for Mr. Chang Chien and his “ direc, 
tors ” to “squeeze ” is evident. We 
may surely rely upon it that the 
Municipal Council will not allow the 
proposed office t» be established and 
carry on its working in the Srttle- 


ment. One great obstacle to its j 


success is the good demand that has 
set in for the Northern ports, where 
H. E. Yuan Shih-kai does not permit 
any boycott. 

We received last evening a letter 
on the subject of our ‘Tuesday's 
article from His Honour Taotai Yuan, 
which we append, His Honour, how-

We bave received from the publishors, 
Messrs. Thacker & Co., London, a copy 
of the 1905-6 issue of “ The Naval Pocket 
Book,” by the late Sir W. Laird Clowes. 
It is brought down to the 9th of last 
June, and is an extremely handy little 
volume in blue cloth with red edges, of 
947 pages. It contains a mass of in- 
formation, giving details of every naval 
vessel of whatever kind afloat, with many 
plans and sketches, notes on torpedoes, 
comparative naval expenditure and fight- 
ing strongth of the Powers, and the 
personnel of the leading. navies, list of 
dry docks, ete., ete., and complete index 
of ships by name. We note, how 
that the list of dry docks iy 
not been brought up to date as far ns 
regards Nagasaki and Shanghai—other 
places we cannot auswer for. The Rus- 
sian ships surrendered or sunk at the 
battle of Tsushima still appear as belong- 
ing to the Russian navy in the body of 
the book, but this is rectified in the 
Errata. Tt might be suggested that as 
this book is not published until the 
middle of the year, it would be an im- 
provement to give tho calendar from 
July 1 to Juno 30, instead of from 
January 1 to December 31.

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A propos there is the case of a mixed 
judiciary in Egypt, but Japan x 
inclined rather to adopt a system bas 
on. the English legal system i 
the Far East, and will attach able lasyors 
to the consulates in judicial capacitios,

Telograms received by tho Native 
papers here from Amoy report a serious 
riot at Amoy on Wednesday, followed by 
the loss of some lives amongst the rioters 
Tho “South China Daily Journal” has 
the following telegram dated the 30th 
August 
‘Tho stores at this port went on 
strike to-day; the Maritime Cnstoms’ 
people shot two of the populace; tho 
British gun-boat landod a foreo'to protect 
the Settioment. é 

Note.—Evor sinco the Chinose Custom 
Houso was amalgamated with the Mar- 
itime Customs, n Foochow man, by tho 
namo of Téng. a protégé of tho Commis- 
sioner, has been imposing fines on: the 
merchants at his owi swoot will,’ so that 
the merchants of tho six prefectures in 
ry of Amoy wont on sti 
protest. ‘This was fully reported in onr 
Chinese department on tho 29th ult. No 
doubt tho present trouble i8 tho sequel to 
that affair, and has nothing whatever to 
do with the boycott.” 

According toa more detailoil account 
received of the riot it is stated that’. 
tho rioters stoned tho Custom-house, 
wheronpon the Customs Police fired a 
couplo of blank volloys at the mob with 
the object of scaring thom, Tho natives 
of Awoy and that pact of Fakion province 
aro,however,much braver and more daring 
thau their fellow-conntrymon of the more 
northern provinces, and so the blank 
volloys had no moro effect on the rioters 
than: to incroaso their frenzy and bitter- 
ness against tho Oustoms employeosyand tho 
mob then went on to attack and pulled 
down the Harbott Mnster’s office and 
smashed the gigs and sampans belouging to 
the Onstoms, moored at, the jetty." Sub- 
sequently tho Customs’ flag pole was 
smashed and tho fag pulled to pieces 
by the infuriated mob while nt the same’ 
time many employoos of the Customs 
were hurt. by the volleys of stones hurled 
at them by their assailants, Matters nuw 
becoming very serious, the Customs 
Police recoived the’ order (by whom hus 
not yet transpired). to lond with ball enr- 
tridge and. ater sevoral volleys hud eon 
fired nt the mob the rioters fled, When 
the riot was ab its height a landing party 
from the British cruisor Iphigenie came on 
shore to protect the British Consulate and 
property of British merchants, but no at- 
tempts were made upon anyone by themob 
except upon employees of the Customs. 
The riot was a purely local one directed 
against the Customs’ employees for allog- 
ed wrongs suffored at their hands by 
merchants and amall traders, involving 
natives of the six prefectures aud sub- 
prefectures of Fukien province, namely, 
Changchon, Tingchou, Lungyen, Shaown, 
Ch‘uanchou and Yungeh‘un.

Rapid Development. 

‘Tho drama on the territory of the re- | 
bellious Rajah of Boni develops. with | 
exceeding rapidity. ‘The troops trying in 
vain to find a northern passage from Cape 
Patiro. to.reach Boni, wore ro-ombarked 
and transported to Badjowo, the port of | 
Boni. On the 28th of July they landed, | 
the coast being reconnoitred before from 
the sea. 

North of Badjowe there are along the | 
coast, lines of small villages (campongs) 
inhabited by fishermen. Those cam- j 
pongs wero fortified, and consequently | 
the landing of the troops had to be por- 
formed under adverse circumstances. On 
the morning of the 28th, at flood tide, lots 
of sloops carrying soldiors and tagged by 
- launches, approached the coast, whilst 

the guns of seven men-of-war opened a 
heavy fire upon the strand fortifications. 
About 7 a.m. they reached the shore, the 
boats being not much more than a 
hundred yards’ distance ftom the beach. 

Tn. five of tho fortifications the enemy 
nding his positions by rifle 
ageinst the advancing troops. 

‘Tho latter notwithstanding gallantly 
came forward, with the result that they 
drove the enemy out of the first fortifica- 
tions. Then from the south now bands 

Y approached, but a steady fire aimed at 
them, drove them to flight. 

‘Tho: Dutch had throw killed (includin, 
Lioutenant Pothast) and 26 wounded.

0 that the onemy’s total loss may be 
ealoulated as’ near to 500 dead and 
wounded. Thoy shot very badly, othor- 
wiso the losses of the Dutch would have 
been much heavier. 

‘After this the troops’ opened camp 
noar the coast, making use among others 
of the Dutch fortification built in 1859. 
However they did not remain vory long 
in that unhealthy place, Badjowo. After 
having reinforced thie coast positions, 
they proceeded on the 30th of July to; 
Boni (or Watampowe), the capital of the 
State and a’short distance away. A small 
Aotachmont was left behind at Badjowe. 

. ‘Little was seen of the enemy, only a 
fow shots wore heard, and very soon the 
Dutch troops entered the capital, where 
alrondy twice before their flag had been 
hoisted. The war correspondents do- 
scribe the place as very little distin- 

‘ished; only a fow imposing buildings 
Sro there to be found, the. palace of the 
Rajah and some others. . We always knew 
Boui-was not a rich land. 

‘Tho: next objective of our tro 
is Pasemps, situated in the west of Boni. 
‘This place, to which the Rajah and his 
staff have fled, might be called a natural 
fortification built of rocks. Without 

tillery it will be’ impossible to capture 
it. Of course the Dutch are carrying 
heavy’ iguns, ‘and ‘soon their fire will-be 
Airectedupon this mountain fort, whieh in 
the hands of a European enemy would be 
quite impregnable—something like a 
Port Arthur in the mountains.

MENT COMPANY AND 
THE OPEN DUOR.

The enterprise of the American China 
Development Company has been made, 
from first to last, the occasion of a groat 
deal of misleading newspaper comment, 
but nothing quite so nonsensical has been 
said about it asthe assertion, cabled from 
London, that the acquisition of the Han- 
Kow-Canton Railway by Chinn means the 
ng of the open door. That versatile 
age whose avocation it is to be 
of the Belgians is, it appears, very 
loth ‘to surrender, even at a handsome 
piofit, his share in the only asset which 
fires value to the stock of the American 

‘ina Development Company, and has 
heen lsbourine with Mr. J. Pierpont 
Morgan to induce him to go back on the 
in made between his New York 
sentatives and the Chinese Mini 
ter. With characteristic disinterestednoss, 
King Leopold finds himself unable to 
allow the controlling American majority 
in the stock of the company to yield to 
the wily Chinese, without. pointing out 
the exceptions! value. of the property 
with which they are proposing to part. 
The King goos even further, and, dipping 
into the future, is ssid to have declared 
that upon this particular point of the 
annulment of the American China Deve- 
lopment Company's concession depends 
the whole future of the white race in 
China, and that its withdrawal is the first 
‘step toward the ousting of all the white 
undertakings ‘in the 
Empire. Nay, more, in that

Mr. Morgan the inadvisability of taking

It must be admitted to be a most 
inspiring spectacle, this of the King of 
the Belgians sounding in the ear of Mr, 
‘Morgan a note of warning, which “it 
to the highest interests of the white 
races” toheed, “in the hope that patriotism 
will stand supreme over the vulgar bait 
of cash which the Chinese hold out.so 
temptingly.” ‘The materials for a hi 
torical picture are all there, and likewi 
ample material for thought, since it 
appears that, as the selected scribe of the 
King puts it, “China, emboldened by the 
success of Japan, and the consequent aug- 
mented prospects of yellow races, boldly 
says to the American China Dovelop- 
ment Company, which has a contract 
which is valuable, valid, and correctly 
drawn up: ‘You shall take pay and 
got out; if you don't, we'll force you 
out.” No wonder that His Majesty 
boldly demands: “Is Mr. Morgan going 
to allow himself to be paid off at the 
expense of the future trade of his country 
withChina? Is Prosident Roosevelt going 
‘calmly to admit of thie flagrant closing 
of the promised open door?” Unfortu- 
nately for the prospects of placing the 
question on a plane so elevated, it must 
be recorded that as soon as a sufficiont 
number of the shares of the China Devel- 
opment Company had been repatriated to 
restore its American character, Mr. 
Morgan informed the Chinese Govorn- 
ment that the syndicate ho represented 
had no intention of insisting on building 
the Hankow-Ganton Railway, if the 
Chinese preferred to do the work them- 
selves, All that Mc. Morgan asked for 
himself and his associates was a fair 
price for a property represented by a 
section of tho railway actually in opora- 
tion and tho. possible profits of the con- 
cession. The Chinese Government, or 
rathor the chiof officials, gentry, and mor- 
cbants of the provinces traversed by tho 
railroad, having determined to do 
work of construction without foreign aid, 
offered to pay $6,700,000 in full satisfac- 
tion of a the claims of the American 
China Development Company, and the 
formal acceptance of tho: offer only 
awaits Mr. Morgan's return to the United 
States. 

‘The assertion is thus demonstrably falso 
that the action of Chins is ** quite illegal,” 
and the suggestion that there is a 
occasion for diplomatic interference is 
transparently absued. As'a’ matter of 
fact, China bas given the Development 
Company an extremely liberal price for 
twenty miles of railroad, the recitd Of x 
batch of surveys, and a concession which, 
under any strict interpretation of its 
terms, the company has long ago for- 
feited: If there has been any trickery in 
the relations between the company ‘and 
the, Chinese Government it is to be found 
jin the acquisition by. the King of the Bel- 
gisns of a majority of the company's 
stock, and in the efforts of a somewhat 
unsavoury lot of financinl adventurers to. 
use the protection of the American’ Gov- 
ernment to further schemes: grossly at 
nce with the declared principles of 
American’ policy. ‘The - supplementary 

ement that was made at Washington 
on the 13th of July, 1900, between:theIm- 
perial Chinese Railway Administration and 
the American China Development Com- 
pany had, in Article 17, this proviso: 
“The object of making this supplemental 
agreement of equal force with the original 
agreement is to permit of the benefit 
being. trausmittible .by the American 
company to their successors or assigns, 
but the Americans cannot transfer the 
rights. of these. agreements. to other 
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nations or people of other nationalities.” 
Tho Americans did transfer their rights 
to a Belgian company of which King’ 
Leopold is the head, and the Chinese 
Government rightly concluded that the 
concession had been thereby forfeited. 
It was to prevent this forfeiture that the 
‘King of the Belgians was induced to part 
with a sufficient: amount of the stock 
ho owned in the Development Company 
to restore control to American hands. 
If there has beon any wrecking of a 
legitimate American enterprise in China, 
the responsibility for it must be divided 
botweon the American stockholders who 
sold out to the Belgians and the Belgian 
syndicate which tried to hoodwink the 
American Government into: lending its 
protection to a foreign enterprise, As 
to “the prodigious and all but unlim- 
ited” profits’ which the scribe of the 
King says wero to be expected from the 
operation of tho railway, it may be 
enough to cite the fact that the under- 
taking of the Development Company 
was, primarily, to construct a railroad for 
the Chinese Government out of the pro- 
ceods of bonds issued by China, and 
‘that the torm of the operation of the 
railroad by the company is expressly 
bounded by the following clause in the 
contract: “When the whole Joan and 
tho interest due thereon and the whole 
indebtedness shall have been paid off, 
the railway, with all its appurtenances, 
in good working condition, shall rovort 
to’ the possession and management of the 
Chinese, according to the provision of 
tho main and supplemental agreements.”

This 
statement to Mr. Grant was made by 
witness in Moss & Co.’s office but the 
duplicates were private letters which 
witness had taken into the office a few 
minutes previously to have copied by 
the office boy. The letters did not concern 
Moss & Co., except one which was written 
on the 3ist of July. This letter was 
addressed to Mr. Freeman in Shanghai 
and conveyed to him exactly what had 
taken place between witness's arrival 
in Foochow on the 20th of July and 
to that day—the 3ist of July. This was 
with regard to the affairs of Moas and Co., 
butit was absolutely a private letter. In 
his evidence the previous day Mr. Brown 
had referred to the question of an over- 
draft.

Brown) was 
absolutely without funds. Subsequently 
an interview witness had with Mr. 














Balfour, the agent of the Bank, h 
told witness that he had wired to 
Shanghai to sell certain shares and 


ho had not had any reply. Mr. Balfour 
said: “If youlike I will send a wire 
again asking if I may advance the 
money.” Witness said : Why do you not 
do it?” and he roplied “Iwill.” The 
shares wore the property of Messrs. Moss 
& Oo,, Ld.* That'was somewhere about 
the 28rd of July, Ho did not take an7 
s to‘obtain'the overdraft on his own 
initiative. Mr. Brown had told the 
Court the previous day that he (witne: 
had sont two telegrams to America— 
one to'New York, and one to San Fran- 
cisco. Witness explained this. On his 
return to Foochow on the 2ist of July 
he found the condition of affairs practi- 
cally as he had left them ton’ days be 
fore; no work to speak of, 'so far as 

information went, had - been don 
Amongst the tea* stock were some teas 
which hed beon left with: Mr. Brown for 
him to attend to. Mr. Brown went to 
witnoss, and said : “Good heavens, man, 
what am I to “do with these: teas?” 
and witness told-him “If -you refer 
to your books “you ~ will “find “that 
samples have been “sent to ten 
different people in America with whom 
you might do business. Why-don't you 
wire to these-' people?” Mr. © Bro 
said: * Whom shall) I. wire to?» an 
witness replied “To this man in New 
York, and this man in San Francisco.” 
He ‘did not send the telegrams on 
his own initiative. Witness admitted 
that he wrote letters and asked “Mr. 
Brown to sign them, bub added that since 
the 20th of July'he had'not written a 
jinzle ‘letter or done anything in the 
ottice of Messrs. Moss -» 
without the express wish of Mr. Brown. 
except what he had stated-in his 
affidavit, Any otherletters were written 
for Moss & Co., La.-by Mr. Brown's re- 
quest. Mr. Brown had said that* witness 
had receive? a telegram from Shanghai ad- 
dressed “Moss, Foochow, "and dealt with 
‘Witness “was at home ‘that night! 
when a:boy entered’ the drawing-room 
with telegram addressed ‘*E. J: Moss, 
Esq.” “*The telegram was'accompanied bya 
chit-book, and ths boy also cartied the code- 





























book. --Witness opened. the-envelope of 





the telegram and tried to translate it but 
could not. At the top of the messago 
was the address “ Moss, Foochow.” Wit- 
ness could not make any sense. whatever 
of the two words by the code and so ho 
sent a chit to the telegraph company to 
find out tho name of the sender of the 
telegram. When he was given the name 
witness immediately Imew that :tho 
telegram referred to business of Moss 
& Co, and Mr. Brown not appearing that 
night at witness’s house he went into his 
bedroom the following morning at 7 
o'clock and handed “Mr. Brown the tele- 
gram, Witness received the telegraph at 
6.15 at night, but he had not thé least - 
idea that Mr. Brown was then. at the 
office of Moss & Co.; he could’ not 
have been at the office because :he 
would have seen the boy’ go. in 
for the code-book. It was true that 
Mr. Shaw went down to Hongkong:.on 
the business of Messra, Moss & Co. .When 
witness arrived at Foochow from Shanghai 
Mr. Brown handed ‘to him. threo letters 
addressed to Mr. Brown privately: by 
Messrs." Deacon, . Looker, and Deacon, 
Hongkong Witness said: “I exnnot attend 
tothis as itis Moss and Co.'s business,” 
and he said ‘That is wll nonsense, they 
are addressed to mo privately.and ‘you 
know more about this business than I do.” * 
One letter from Hongkong confirmed: a 
telegram of Brown's saying he would yo to 
Hongkong toattend a meeting. Mr. Brown 
told witness then that he did not: want to 
go, and said: ‘ Piease get somebody else,” 
‘and witness sent Mr. Shaw to Mr.. Brown 
and the latter’ handed him ‘the share 
register with . the ~ certificstes fully 
written up, and the only thing witness 
did was to write a letter to a gontloman 
in Hongkong recommending Mr. :Shaw to 
his care. Witness did not attend Mes: 
Moss & Co's office regularly: after 
return to Foochow. ‘Somo:days lie spent 
half-an-hour there, ~sometimes three 
hours, and on other occasions an thour. 
Witness attended the office because during 
his ‘absence there had been’ an accumula- 
tion of private letters and these ho 
answered. Having nothing else to do he 
also sorted out an accumulation of private 





















papers of sixteon yoars’ standing which 
ho-had taken over from Messrs. ‘Dod- 
well & Co.’s office. Witnoss: also dealt 





with his bankeuptoy vat that. time. 
With regard to. Mr, Brand’s affidavit 
witness did request him ‘about ' the 24th 
of July to take over the. management of 
Messrs.. Moss & Co.,. Ho did this becauso 
ho was informed on very. good ‘authority 
that Mr. Brown's actions with -regard to 
the business of Moss:& Co. were not what 
they ought to be. 

His Lordship—I do not-want'to know 
anything ‘about Mr.“Brown.

If this act had 
been committed by the defendant in 
England, he asked his Lordship to 
consider how the judges in England 
would have dealt with it.

His Lordship—Of course anything I 
do would be’ oxactly the same as in Eng- 
land. 

Mc. Ellis said the defendant's offence 
aight be treated as an act of contempt of 
Court, and how would judges in England 
consider this? Hoe referred the Court to 
the case of O'Shea ~.: Parnell (15. Law 
Reports, Probate Division) in which 
Justice Cotton said: “There are many

Counsel thought it was suficiently estab- 
lishe3 that there were several acts of the 
defendant which constituted a breach of 
the injunction. Mr. Macleod referred to 
the case of Stokes v. ‘The * anbury Board 
of Health.

quoted had not the same bearing and was 
a different case. In the case of Stokes 
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the words of his Lordship were exceeding- 
ly strong, and he was supported on appeal. 

His Lordship said that in considering 
this matter he would like first to say that 
what. was being done that day had 
nothing to do with the merits of the 
action, It was perfectly possible that 
Mr. Moss might be found to be entitled 
to have done what he had done ; it was 
quite possible that when the matter was 
tried it might be found that this was an 
unreasonable restriction aud that the 
interim injunction ought not to have 
been issued ; but his Lordship had nothing 
to do with that, and the injunction having 
been made by the Court at Foochow, he 
had to consider whether it had been d 
obeyed by the defendant deliberately. 
When he looked at Mr, Brown’s evidence 
aud his cross-examination, thero was not 
tho Jonst doubt in his mind that 
there had been disobedience. Now if Mr. 
‘Moss, having given evidence on his own 
account, had been able to show that what 
was done was unintentional or immaterial, 
then his Lordship could have excused it, 
but when he read Mr. Moss's evidence he 
was convinced that he (Moss) was not in 
the right frame of nind with regard to 
the injunction. If he had taken the in- 
junction seriously, as.an order that he had 
to obey, he would not have gone any- 
where near the office, and the Court had 
it from the defendant himself that he was 
there doing exactly what he ought not to 
do. If one pressed the meaning of the 
word contumacious it might be that what 
the defendant did was not contumacious, 
bul the question was whether he did xs a 
fact disobey wilfully the order of the Court, 
His Lordship thonght he did. He discus- 
sed the matter with Mr. Brown and there 
were xt least ten different ins:axces from 
his own mouth, in which the defendant had 
disobeyed the order of the Court. 
‘This man who was charged had dono 
something to upset’ the machinery of 
the Court or law and justice, and 
the object of — that \ imuchinery 
as regarded the parties in this case was 
to keep the rights of the parties in statu 
quo. ‘The reason why what Mr. Moss had 
done was a grave offence was that he had 
by his disobedience put thit machinery of 
the Court out of gear and had mads it 
ler for the Court to do justice, and for 
this reason his Lordship could not take x 
light view of the ease. He knew what it 
was like at Fovchow and he could not 
treat the defendant in a way in which he 
‘would trent him in London. His Lordshi 
therefore committed defendant to prison 
for seven days. 

Mr. Maclexd asked for costs, and his 
Lordship said he would get them in the 
usual course.

R. v. O. J. Castno, 

Cuetano Jose Castro, a steward on board 
the P, & O. 8. Nubia, was charged with 
steling ou the 30th of August, on board 
the said steamer. a brovch, the property 
of Emily Hennington. 

In reply to his Worship, the defendant 
said he was a native of Goa and a 
Portuguese subject. 

His Worship instructed Detective Goby 
to take the defendant before the Portuguese 
Consul. If, however, the Intter would not 
take the case, his Worship would deal 
with it, ; 

After a short absence, Detective Goby 
returned and informed his Worship that 
the Portuguese Consul refused to try the 
case, as the defendant had no proof that he 

















was @ Portuguese subject. The Consul 
bad asked defendant his name, but the 
Intter did not appear to understand the 
‘Portuguese lanyusg: 

His Worship—As the defendant was 
born in India, and the Portuguese Consul 
will not take jurisdiction over him, I shall 
conclude that he is a British subject and 
try the case myself. 

‘His Worship aded that the case would 
he tried under Art. 45 of the new Order in 
Council. 

Tn reply to his Worship, the defendant 
svid he did aot steal the brooch. He was 
drunk and insensible. Ho did not know 
what he was doing. 

His Worship en 
guilt; 

Emily Hennington, sworn said that at 
2.30 pm. on the 80th of August, after din- 
ner, she went on deck for halfan-hour and 
went below again at 3 pm. Going along 
the alleyway, she saw the defendant com- 
ing out of the bathroom with somethi 
in his hand. When he saw witne she 
stepped back behind the curtain. When 
she entered her cabin, the dofendant 
followed her in. Shs ‘noticed that a 
curtain over the ventilator was drawn to—. 
a thing she never did. (\Vitness explained 
that if the curtain bad not been drawn, the 
defendant's tcovements inside the cabin 
wight have beea seen from the dec! 
th ough the ventilator.) Witness axked 
why the curtain was drawn, and he said he 
did not know He seemed very agitated. 
She did vot think he was drank, She had 
never seen him drunk. She then closed 
the door, thinking he had gone out, and 
began to take her dress off, whea the door 
opened again and she saw defendant 
putting her bag (produced) back into hee 
leather trunk, “She asked him what he was 
doing and he replied, “I hive taken 
nothing, Madam.” In’ his presence, she 
looked into the bag to sce if hor jewel- 
ery and’ money were all right and did 
not notice that anything was missing, 
Sho then reported the matter to the 
second saloon steward, who took defen- 
dant to the chiof officer. The chief oficer 
asked hor if she had lost: anything and 
she said she did not think so. Tho chiof 
officer went to the bathroom where the 
defendant had been seen and there he 
found on the floor the key-guard of her 
jowol caso and a small brooch. The 
brooch was in hor jowel caso when last 
slio had seon it. : 

Asked if he wished to put any ques- 
tions, the defendant said: I went inside 
the ‘bathroom. I touched tho “bag. 
Afterwards I do not know what happened.

I was insensible. ; 

Arthur M. King, chief ofticer of the str. 
Nubia. sworn, said that about 3 p.m. on 
the 30th of ‘August the second saloon 
steward bronght the defendant to him 
and stated that he had robbed the second 
saloon stewardess. Witness went aft and 
asked the stewardess if she had lost any: 
thing and sho said she did not think so. 
Witness then asked her what the defen- 
dant had done. She said he had taken a 
bunch of keys out of her drawer, opened 
aleathor trunk in her cabin, and taken 
out a small bag. Witness examined the 
small bag and found that the jewel casket 
had been forced. Witness then went-to 
the bathroom and on the floor he found 
a small silver brooch and a brass key- 
guard and two small nails. The brass 
guard fitted the jewel casket. The sto- 
wardess said the brooch was her property. 
Ho told the defendant ho would be charg- 
ed with’ attempted theft. The defen- 
dant answered his questions quite sensibly 
and could walk straight, Witness spoke 
to him in Hindustani. 

J. King, second saloon steward, sworn, 
said—About 3 p.m. on the 30th of August 
‘I was walking round the second saloon to 














soe that the men under mo wore porform- 
ing their respective duties. I wont to the 
ladies’ bathroom and found the defendant 
locked in there. On ordering him to open 
the door heat first refused. Tlooked under- 
neath, aud ho immediately oponed the 
door,’ I told him I should tell tho 
steward in chargo about his loafing. I 
then reported. the matter to the chief 
steward, and on my return the stewardess 
informed me that tho defendant had just- 
brought her handbag, containing a jowol 
caso and cash box, and tried to put it 
back-in her leather trunk, I took the 
dofondant to the chief officer immedinto- 
ly and reported him. 

In reply to his Worship, tho defendant 
said he did take tho bag, but he was 
drunk at the time and did not know any- 
thing about it, He was lying in tho 
bathroom when the second steward found 
him, Ho was sweeping out the bathroom. 


|The second steward found him and asked 





him what be was doing. Ho asked h 
about the bag and ho roplied thiat he did 
not know anything about it. 

His Worship said that after heating 
the evidence he was quite satisfied that 
the dofendant did take the jewel caso aud 
‘that he opened it, but being disturbed, 
he put the contents back, omitting, how- 
ever, to replace the brooch, which drop- 
ped on the floor. Ho had no doubt that 
tho defendant intended to stoal tho things 
and soparated the brooch from tho rest 
with that intention. He was therefore 
guilty of larceny and would be sontonced 
to two months’ imprisonment, with hard 
labour, His Worship added that, on the 











evidence, he did not believe the defendant 
was drunk at the time. ‘
